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THE CANADIANS. 


THAT with St. Parricx’s Day in the Morning, 
\ ' with all its belligerent possibilities close at 
hand, what with visions of fifty thousand Fenians 
collecting at Niagara, dancing (we mean the “‘ visions’’ ) 
in the heated brains of our good friends the Canadi- 
ans, these worthy colonists are verily in an unenviable 
condition of excitement. Canada, indeed, has for the 
last six months been the victim of a chronic, or, more 
strictly, intermittent ‘‘scare.’’ Singularly enough, 
this result has come not so much from real as from 
reported dangers of Fenian invasion—and not so much 
from facts cisatlantic as from rumors transatlantic. 
This is very loyal, certainly, on the part of ‘‘ the de- 
‘* nendency,’’ but it strikes us that it would be more 
sensible for Canada to consider the real condition of 
things in America, where we ought to know what is 
going on, rather than the Press and Parliamentary 
¢)ymmentary thereon in England. 


The Fenians rose, flourished, waxed rich, during 
our war, and little trouble was apprehended from them 
in Canada. Indeed, the only ‘‘ border invasions” of 
late years have come from that country itself, in the 
shape of St. Albans raids. Perhaps it is coward con- 
science which now makes the Canadian shopkeepers 
look to their money-boxes, and the banks to their 
vaults, lest the St. Albans lesson be returned, with a 
bettering of the instruction. At all events, England 
and Canada for months saw complacently the Ameri- 
can Fenians rallying, speechifying, wearing the green, 
and polishing cutlasses, and the servant girls subscribing 
tothe cause. The quantity of centres, circles, spheres, 
and what not, existing and forming, did not worry 
them. At length the New York correspondent of the 
London Times, in whom, perhaps, professional pride 
got for a moment the better of patriotism, gave a 
grand puff for Fenianism, its strength, its object, and 
its means of success—and England burst into a flame. 
When Canada saw that England had burst into a 
flame, she also felt authorized to burst into a flame, 
and so originated scare No. 1. In like manner, 
when the constabulary began to deal without gloves 
with the Irish rioters, seized the Jrish People, and 
arrested Fenians far and wide, including his Head- 
centreship, STEPHENS, Canada hastened to believe she 
was going to be invaded, and got up another scare. 
And, finally, now that Parliament has authorized Lord 
Wopenovse to arrest Fenians without interference 
from that disagreeable marplot, the habeas corpus, 
and so has started afresh the Fenian fever, again 
Canada declares itself on the point of slipping into the 
jaws of the O’Manoney or the Rosperts, or both. 
It really seems that the Canadians fancy an army of 
infuriated Fenians to be hanging along the hither bank 
of the Niagara river, pausing upon its brink, not 
because it doubts whether the Rubicon should or can 
be crossed, but merely so as to get a better start—to 


moisten its aie so to speak, for a "hati grasp of 
the national shillalagh. 

Planned invasions of Canada from the United States 
have been really quite frequent during the last century. 
It is a little singular that they have nearly all come to 
nothing. At the opening of the Revolution, ARNOLD’s 
advance through the wilds of Maine, upon Quebec, 
was almost as daring (and certainly far more trying), 
on a small scale, as SHERMAN’s march through 
Georgia upon Savannah. It was unsuccessful. The 
invasion of 1812 was a series of grand failures. HUvuLL 
crossed the Detroit in July, 1812, only to surrender his 
whole force a month later, without a battle, to General 
Brock. VAN RENSSELAER threw his advance across 
the Niagara, in October, 1812, only to have it all cap- 
tured, and Scotr among the party, after a severe 
affair at Queenstown Heights. DEARBORN, next year, 
landed in Upper Canada and captured York, and 
crossed the Niagara and captured Fort George; but 
there his movements ended. The campaign devised 
later in the Summer for the conquest of Canada, was 
an utter failure. It was to have aimed first at 
Kingston and then at Montreal, and, doubtless, would 
have gained both Canadas if successful, because Upper 
Canada would have been cut off from military supplies, 
and the greater part of Lower Canada would have 
followed with Montreal. WHtKINSON sailed down the 
St. Lawrence in grand style, having published a procla- 
mation that his army ‘‘invades these provinces to 
“conquer, not to destroy.’’ It made very little 
difference, however, what his object was. The cam- 
paign, between himself and Hampton, entirely failed. 
It was exceedingly well devised. Kingston and Mon- 
treal are still among the key-pointsin Canada. If our 
good friends the Fenians can get there, they will surely 
be authorized to proclaim a genuine, Lona-fide Lrish- 
Canadian Republic, with one Head Centre on the 
Lake and the other on the St. Lawrence. Should they 
come as near to these points as we more than once 
have, we believe they would not fail. But a fatality 
has always seemed to follow our penetration of the 
provinces. 


In 1814, General Brown tried his turn at invading 
Canada. He was more fortunate than Hunt, VAN 
RENSSELAER, and WILKINSON, because he fought the 
brilliant battles of Chippewa and Lundy’s Lane, after 
crossing the Niagara. Yet, as if a fatality pursued 
us, he managed to retreat from a won battle, and fell 
back, to let Drummonp besiege us in Fort Erie. 
With a handsome repulse of one assault on the Fort, 
and a brilliant sortie, ended the year 1814, and the 
series of active American invasions of Canada. For 
peace was declared next year. 


Twenty years later came another threatened ‘‘ inva- 
** sion of Canada.’’ It resembled, in some respects, 
the Fenian efforts, more closely than any of the plans 
already spoken of. In 1837, insurgent movements 
broke out among the French Canadians of Canada 
East. Our border people in Vermont and New York 
‘* sympathized’ and enrolled themselves as ‘‘ Canada 
‘* patriots.’’ Powerful as are the Fenians, if we re- 
member aright these Canada patriots were stronger in 
available numbers, as bitter in determination, and 
better posted for effect. They were actually spread all 
along the line, and there was danger of a great raid 
into Canada. They were organized by the thousands. 
They had their lodges, corresponding to the Fenian 
circles. They had a secret organization, their oaths 
and passwords, their military ranks of general, field 
and staff officers. They had a provisional government 








formed for Upper Canada,‘ with a list of Cabinet 





officers as formidable as that of either of the grand 
New York Fenian Governments. Arms were furnished 
by border citizens, or stolen from the unwilling, and 
even State arsenals were broken into. Like the 
Fenian move, this was undertaken by private persons 
in the United States, and against the neutrality obli- 
gations of the country. The PRreEsIDENT issued his 
proclamation against the movement, but with little 
effect. Several hundred men, under one VAN RENs- 
SELAER, actually crossed from Schlosser, about a mile 
and a-half above Niagara Falls, and took possession of 
a desolate spot called Navy Island, near our shore, but 
within the British line. The return outrage commit- 
ted by Canadians in burning the Caroline on our own 
shores, inflamed the general feeling. Blood was actu- 
ally shed in this last affair. But, after much excite- 
ment, and the prospect for many weeks of a general 
popular invasion of Canada, the armed bodies who 
hovered constantly on our border, ready to cross into 
the provinces, were gradually dispersed. The speedy 
end of the French Canadian revolt had, in fact, taken 
away the ground of action. 


Should we go on with later and more familiar ex- 
amples, the same result would be manifest. In 1839 
and 1840, during the great Aroostook controversy, 
the disputed territory was actually occupied by Maine 
Militia, and everything betokened an instant invasion 
of Canada. President VAN Buren announced by 
special message to Congress that ‘“‘the peace of the 
‘‘two Nations is daily and imminently endangered,’’ 
and Congress hurried through a war act, authorizing 
the PRESIDENT to call out the Militia for six months, 
and to accept the services of 50,000 Volunteers, and 
appropriated $10,000,000 for these purposes. We all 
know how this affair, which looked like instant war 
and the fall of both Canadas, really ended—quietly 
and bloodlessly. So it was with the Oregon difficulty: 
which came later. 


Queerly enough, there seems to be a sort of fatality 
hitherto preventing Canada from being invaded. At 
one time, we find ourselves in war with England, and 
by incompetency of commanders or the failure to 
supply force enough, the series of Canada invasions all 
come to nothing. Next, we find popular movements 
for the invasion ot Canada frowned upon and crushed 
by Government, in preservation of its neutrality. 
Finally, war which seemed inevitable and whose first 
step would have been the overrunning of Canada by 
our arms, has been twice or thrice pacifically settled. 
Let not our Canada neighbors, therefore, get frightened 
too soon. It is true that a “last time” comes. 
Having cried ‘‘ wolf!” so often, that unwelcome in- 
truder may at last present himself in the shape of a 
full-blooded Fenian to the disconcerted Canadian. 
But history, at least, shows many crises to Canada 
more exciting and dangerous than the present one, so 
far as it has yet been developed. 








WE commence this week the publication of the long 
list of brevets confirmed by the Senate. To make the 
publication of value it is necessary to give, as we do, 
the date of each brevet, and the service for which it 
is conferred. We shall, therefore, be obliged to oc- 
cupy several columns of our space each week for a 
few weeks to come with these lists, which we shall 
continue until all are published. We are sure the 
JouRNAL will contain nothing of more immediate, as 
well as permanent, interest to the Army and to the 
entire public, than this record of confirmations, 
printed from the official list acted upon by the 
Senate.

Ir being the wish of the Quartermaster’s Department to 
publish a record of the names and places of interment of 
all soldiers who have perished in the service of the United 
States during the war, so far as they can be ascertained, 
all officers acting in the Quartermaster’s Department, who 
have not already done so, are ordered to forward to that office 
lists of the names of soldiers buried at their respective posts, 
or within the districts of which they have charge. The of- 
ficers of the same Department are directed by General 
Mees, to make a special report to him of the location and 
condition of the cemeteries known to them, with recom- 
mendations of the means necessary to provide for the pres- 
ervation of the remains interred therein from desecration, 
with reference especially to the following points, viz: 

Ist, ‘The location, State, county, town, distance, and di- 
rection from some prominent building or other landmark, 
permanent road, etc. 

2d, Condition, whether inclosed or not ; whether now used 
or not; whether head-boards have been placed over graves ; 
whether bodies can be identified. ’ 
3d, Place of deposit, and condition of the records of in- 
terment ; names of officers who have had the charge of the 
records and of the interments. ts 

4th, Recommendations as to the disposition to be made 
of the cemetery ; whether the site should be continued, land 
purchased, name of owner, and price demanded, if any. 

5th, Or whether the bodies should be removed to some 
permanent cemetery near. 

General Mees gives the following instructions for the 
laying out of the cemeteries : 

There are no appropriations admitting of ornamentation 
by the United States. The fence should ordinarily be of 
unplaned pickets—say five feet long, three and a half inches 
wide, and one and a quarter inches thick. 

Posts six inches in diameter at the top, eight feet long, 
five feet out of the ground, and eight to ten feet apart. 
Caps, three by five inches; sills, eight by five inches, and 
ten inches from the und. Battens, five inches wide, 
one and three-quarter inches thick. Posts maybe charred be- 
low the surface, if convenient. Gates, plain. 

Head-boards should be about four feet long, ten inches 
wide, one and three-eight inches thick ; to stand two feet out 
of the ground ; to be of well-seasoned wood, and to be 

inted with three coats of white paint; inscription in 
Piack letters one inch long. ' 

Where circumstances demand the removal of bodies to 
new grounds, it may be assumed that a space of fifty-six 
square feet will be required for each grave, or from five 
hundred to six hundred graves to the acre, allowing for 
paths. At posts where land is owned by the United 
States, or where its value is nominal, a greater space may 
be occupied. 

Lizvrenant B. B. Burcevin, Superintendent of Freed- 
men’s Village, has been instructed by Major-General O. O. 
Howard to divide the Arlington estate, lying east of the 
road, into five-acre lots, to be rented, on written agree- 
ments, to the freedmen; the rent to be paid at each har- 
vesting of the crop. Fifteen acres, on the west side of the 
road, are assigned to be divided and rented in the same 
manner; about twenty acres to be cultivated as a garden, 
by the dependents of Freedmen’s Village. ‘Tools may be 
sold or loaned to the freed people by the Quartermaster’s 
Department, and Licutenant Burcevin is directed to fur- 
nish them with seeds. This estate is not confiscated prop- 
erty, and, therefore, cannot revert to the heirs at the death 
of the owner; but it was sold for taxes, and purchased by 
the Government, for the purpose to which it is now 
being applied. 

Masor-Generat Avcur, commanding Department of 
Washington, has issued the following order in relation to 
confiscated property :—“ To allay uneasiness, and prevent 
“litigation concerning titles to lands and other property 
* confiscated and sold by order of the United States Govern- 
“ment during the recent Rebellion, it is directed that no 
“person within the limits of this Department, who has 
“ duly acquired title by such sales, shall be disturbed in the 
“ possession or control of the same by the action of any 
“State or municipal courts. The action of the Federal 
“courts in relation to such property will alone be regarded. 
“Commanding officers and the Provost Judge at Alexan- 
“dria will report to these headquarters immediately any 
“‘ attempted violation of this order.” 

Ir has been decided that “deserters from the Rebel 
“service, who were transferred by competent authority from 
“ the regiments in which they enlisted to serve in the North- 
‘* west, and who were attached to regiments by the depart- 
“ ment commander, lose all connection with the regiment 
“from which they were transferred, and will be mustered 
“out of service under direction of the commissary of mus- 
“ters of the department, when entitled to muster-out, as 
“ members of the organization to which they have been 
“transferred.” 

Tue District of East Tennessee has been discontinued, 
and the records of the District will be, at an early day, 
sent to the headquarters of the Department. The separate 
brigade organization of the troops serving in East Ten-

nessee will be continued, and the commanding officer of 
the brigade will, as heretofore, have control over that por- 
tion of this Department, now known as the District of 
East Tennessee, with power to order general courts-mar- 
tial, but not military commissions. 

A .etrer dated “Camps of the Arrapahoe and Cheyenne 
“Indians, on Bluff Creek, south of the Arkansas river, 
“March 2d,” says Major Wynxoor’s mission to the hostile 
Indians has been entirely successful. He has removed 
them all below the Arkansas River, and got an agreement 
from their chiefs and head men to abide by the treaty 
made at the mouth of the Little Arkansas last October, 
which secures the safety of the travel across the plains. 

An order has been issued by the Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Freedmen’s Affairs at Charleston, in which it is 
said that the grants of land to the freed people, in com- 
pliance with General Suerman’s special field order, will 
be regarded as good and valid, while arrangements will be 
made to accommodate former owners on other lands not 
otherwise appropriated. 


Tur Board for the examination of breech-loading arms’ 
of which General Hancock is president, is in session at 
Winder’s building, Washington. Arms will be received 
daily between eleven a.m. and two p. m., until further 
notice. Inventors are requested to submit their arms in 
person or by agent, to the Recorder of the Board. 

A Boanxp of officers, to consist of Brigadier-General 
Croox, U.S. A.,; Colonel L. C. Hunt, Fourteenth U. S. 
infantry, and Major Ricuarp Lover, Fourth U. §. artil- 
lery, has been appointed to report upon a work entitled 
“Rifle Tactics,” presented for consideration by Major- 
General Lew Watuace. 


Cincutar No. 83, from the War Department, directing 
that officers of the Regular Army on recruiting service be 
present at their rendezvous from 9 a. M. till 4 Pp. m., daily, 
has been rescinded. Offi'ers are expected to visit and be 


t present at their rendezvous at such times as will best insure 


success to their duties. 

Tue Commissioner of Pensions has decided that under 
the provision of law granting pensions to mothers wholly 
or in part, dependent on a deceased son, that it must be 
shown that such dependence was not merely prospective, 
but actually existed prior to the son’s death. 

The Eighth United States colored heavy artillery has 
been paid off and discharged the service. The Commissary 
of Musters of the Department of Washington, from the 
Ist of January to the 28th ult., mustered out 31 officers 
and 693 enlisted men. 


In obedience to instructions from the War Department, 
directing that the sub-divisions of the Department of the 
East into districts be discontinued, the districts of South- 
ern, Northern, and Western New York have been discon- 
tinued. 

Tue Twelfth United States infantry has reported to 
Major-General Aveur for assignment to duty. This reg- 
iment will relieve the Two Hundred and Fourteenth Penn- 
sylvania, which is to be mustered out in a few days. 

Company I’, Fifth United States cavalry, has been trans- 
ferred from the Department of Washington to Winches- 
ter, Virginia. 

Tur War Department hasjordered the medical purvey- 
ing dépots at St. Jouis, Missouri, and Baltimore, Maryland, 
to be closed. 

Tue headquarters of the Military District of Nebraska 
have been transferred to Omaha, Nebraska. 

Crry Point, Virginia, has been discontinued as rendez- 
vous for troops awaiting muster-out. 

Tue Sixty-second regiment Illinois Volunteer infantry 
has been discharged. 








Tue estimates for the British Army and Navy for the 
year ending March 31, 1867, have just been published. 
The total Army estimates amount to £14,095,000, (370,475,- 
000), which is a net decrease as compared with last year of 
£253,447, ($1,267,235.) The total force, the cost of which 
is to be defrayed from the Army funds during the ensuing 
year, numbers, all ranks, 138,117, which is 4,360 less than 
in 1865-6. ‘This force is composed as follows: Regiments, 
128,212; dépots in the United Kingdom of regiments in 
India, 8,983; general staff, 93; establishments, 548; edu- 
cational establishments, 281. Of the total, 7,150 are 
officers, 13,454 non-commissioned officers, and 117,513 reak 
and file. As compared with our own Army estimates for 
the year ending June 30, 1866, ($33,814,461 83), the 
British estimates are more than double. ‘The appropriation 
Mr. Stanton asked for was based upon a standing force of 
50,000 men (against 138,117 in the British Army), so or- 
ganized as to admit of an increase, without additional 
organizations, to 82,600 troops of all arms. The British 
Navy estimates for the coming year are £10,388,153, ($51,- 
940,765), a net decrease from last year of £4,071, ($20,355.) 
Our Navy estimates for the year ending June 30, 1867 are 
but $23,982,457 50, or much less than half the British. 








MILITARY AND NAVAL AFFAIRS IN CONGRESS. 


Tue important bill for the reérganization of the Regular 
Army has at length passed the Senate, and is ready for dis- 
cussion in the House, where it is likely to undergo some 
modification. The bill was reported from the Military 
Committee with a variety of amendments, and was still 
further amended by the Senate before its passage. Among 
the amendments adopted by the Senate after receiving the 
bill from the committee were the following: Providing 
that two of the new cavalry regiments shall be colored 
troops; striking out the provisions confining the selection 
and promotion of officers of colored troops to those who 
have served with such troops during the war; providing 
that, in the selection of officers, officers of the Regular 
Army who have commanded Volunteers may be accounted 
officers of Volunteers of the rank they held as commanders 
of Volunteers; providing one major for each regiment of 
infantry instead of two. The sections were also ordered to 
the bill providing: That to promote the knowledge of 
military science among the young men of the country, the 
PRESIDENT may, upon the application of any college or 
university capable of educating one hundred and fifty 
students, detail an officer to act as President, Superinten- 
dent or Professor of such college, provided the number so 
detailed shall not exceed twenty at any time, and they 
shall be apportioned among the States according to popu- 
lation. That section 35 of the act for enrolling and calling 
out the Militia forces, which prohibits the payment of 
extra-duty pay to men of the Army, is hereby repealed, 
and that the provisions of the original act, granting extra 
pay for extra duty, shall be extended to enlisted men in 
the Navy; that all officers who have so served in the Vol- 
unteer or Regular Army, and have been honorably dis- 
charged, shall be entitled upon public occasions to wear the 
uniform of the highest rank they have held, by brevet or 
otherwise, in the service; which was adopted. Author- 
izing the Prestpent of the United States to employ in the 
territories a force of Indians, not to exceed 1,000, to act as 
scouts, who shall receive the pay and allowances of cavalry ; 
changing the rate of mileage for officers travelling on pub- 
lic duty from six cents per mile to ten cents, when not 
furnished with transportation in kind. We shall publish 
the bill, as finally passed, another week. 

Mr. Sumner, from the Committee on Foreign Affairs, re- 
ported a joint resolution authorizing Commodore WILLIAM 
Braprorp to accept the decoration of the Order of St- 
Maurice and Lazzaro from the King of Italy. as a reward 
for the assistance rendered by him to the Italian frigate 
Re D Italia, when ashore on Long Branch. 

Mr. Gries, from the Naval Committee, reported the 
bill for the establishment of a hydrographic office in the 
Navy Department, with a favorable recommendation. 

The House has a military bill before it which differs 
from that just passed by the Senate in several particulars. 
It provides for fifty-five regiments of infantry, instead of 
fifty, and eight colored regiments, instead of ten. To 
offset the latter, in part, the regiments from the Veteran 
Reserve Corps are provided for, which were not in the 
Senate bill. The House bill also looks to a gradual reduc- 
tion of the staff corps whenever vacaicies occur, though no 
immediate musters out are proposed. The bill takes West 
Point from the exclusive control of the Engineer Corps by 
placing it almost entirely in the hands of the Secretary of 
War, who may appoint the superintendent, instructors, 
etc., from any corps of the service. It also declares that 
no West Point graduates shall be elegible to appointment 
as assistant quartermasters or commissaries of subsistence. 

The House has passed the bill making appropriations for 
the construction, preservation and repair of fortifications. 
The bill makes the following appropriations: For Fort 
Wayne, near Detroit, $50,000; Fort Ontario, at Oswego, 
N. Y., $50,000; Fort Montgomery, at the outlet of Lake 
Champlain, N. Y., $50,000; Fort Scammel, Portland, Me., 
$35,000; Fort Georges, on Hog Island Ledge, Portland, 
Me., $50,000; Fort Constitution, Portsmouth, N. H., 
$75,000; Fort Winthrop, Boston, Mass., $30,000; Fort 
Warren, Boston, Mass., $25,000; for sea wall of Great 
Brewster’s Island, Boston Harbor, Mass., $75,000; sea 
walls on Deer and Lowell's Islands, Boston Harbor, Mass., 
$50,000; for the entrance of New Bedford Harbor, Mass., 
$30,000; Fort Schuyler, East River, N. Y., $30,000; fort 
at Willett’s Point, opposite, 350,000 ; repairs at Fort Ham- 
ilton, N. Y., $30,000; fort on the site of Fort Tompkins, 
Staten Island, $50,000; fort at Sandy Hook, N. J., $50,000; 
repairs of Fort ‘Mifflin, near Philadelphia, $25,000; con- 
struction of permanent platforms for modern cannon of 
large calibre in existing fortifications of important har. 
bors, $100,000; repairs of Fort Washington, on the Poto- 
mac river, $20,000; Fortress Monroe, Va., $30,000; Fort 
Taylor, Key West, $100,000; fort on Ship Island, Miss., 
$10,000 ; fort at Fort Point, San Francisco bay, $125,000; 
fort at Alcatraz Island, San Francisco bay, $90,000; for 
the survey of the Northern and Northwestern lakes, in- 
cluding Lake Superior, $50,000; fort at Lyme Point, Cali. 
fornia, $75,000 ; Fort Clinch, Florida, $50,000; Fort Clin- 
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ton, Amelia Island, Ga., for the purchase of sites now oc- 
cupied and lands proposed to be occupied for permanent 
sea-coast defences, $25,000. 

The bill has passe! :he House amending the act incor- 
porating the Military und Naval Asylum, so as to reduce 
the number of corporators from one hundred to only twelve 
members, including the Prestpent, the Chief Justice and 
General Grant, the other nine to be appointed by joint 
resolution of Congress somewhat after the style of the 
Smithsonian Institute. 

The House has also passed the Senate joint resolution 
appropriating $15,000 to reimburse Miss Cuara Barton 
for money expended by her and to aid in the further prose- 
cution of the search for missing soldiers. 

Resolutions were adopted directing the Secretary of War 
to communicate to the House all orders issued from time 
to time by the Commis<ioner and Assistant Commissioners 
of the Freedmen’s Bureau, and to report how many Volun- 
teers, whose terms of service have expired, are still retained 
in the service, and why the Twenty-eighth Illinois Veteran 
Volunteers are still kept in the service at Brownsville, Texas ; 
a joint resolution, expressive of the thanks of Congress to 
Major-General W. S. Hancock, which was read twice and 
referred to Committee on Military Affairs. 

Bills were introduced, and referred to the appropriate 
committeo, creating the grade of Brigadier-General Com- 
mandant in the United States Marine Corps, to he filled by 
the Prestpent on the advice of the Senate, the salary to be 
the same as that of a brigadier-general of the Army, and 
the grade of colonel-commandant to be abolished; provid- 
ing a clerical force for military divisions and departments; 
authorizing the Secretary of War to appoint two clerks for 
the headquarters of each military division and geographi- 
cal department, at an annual salary of $1,200 each, who 
shall be examined as now provided by law for their fitness 
for office; and granting lands to the State of Minnesota for 
the establishment for the relief of disabled soldiers and 
sailors. 

The Special Committee of the House have reported a 
substitute for the bill which was vetoed by the Prest- 
DENT, to enlarge the power of the Freedmen’s Bureau. By 
the eighth section the negroes are declared to equal rights in 
all respects with the whites, and in the States which have 
not been fully restored to their Constitutional relations to 
the Government, the Prestpenr is authorized to extend 
through the Commissioner and the officers of the Bureau, 
and undér such rules and regulations as the PrestpEnt, 
through the Secretary of War, shall prescribe, military 
protection and have military jurisdiction over all cases and 
questions concerning the free enjoyment of such immuni- 
ties and rights. 








NAVIES. 

WueEn the system of hired ships and those furnished by 
quota from different sea-ports was in a measure abandoned 
by Henry V., A. D. 1410, and the formation of a regular 
navy contemplated, the mode of forming officers for that 
navy was but little different from that adopted in the mer- 
chant service. For some time, those who attended to the 
navigation of the ship and the marines were a totally dis- 
tinct class from those who superintended the fighting de- 
partment and the soldiers. The first attempt to unite in 
one person these two offices may be traced in the (now 
abandoned) term of “ Master and Commander.” The first 
officer of this rank was Ronert Best, appointed Septembe, 
13, 1667, in the Mediterranean, by Sir Joun Nasnoroven. 
Henry VIL, of England, loaned his men-of-war to the 
merchants when he had no, immediate use for them, and 
Cuartes I. loaned a first-rate to France, one of his Admi- 
rals going over in her and deliverirg her up. 

Uniforms in the English Navy were first established by 
the order of Council of 1747. But before this, in 1604, 
King James ordered his principal “maisters” of ships to 
be most bravely attire! in liveries of scarlet cloth, embel- 
lished with veivet, silk lace, buttons and gold embroidery, 
and this is mentioned as being a renewal of the warrant of 

¢ he late Queen Exizazern for the same purpose. 

The English marines ara indebted to Wituram IV. 
when Lord High Admiral, for the device of the Globe on 
their colors; about to present the four divisions with new 
colors, he contemplated emblazoning on them “ all’”’ the prin- 
cipal battles in which the corps fhad been engaged, but on 
enumerating them they were found to be so numerous that 
the entire flag would be insufficient for their names. He 
therefore deemed the “Globe” as the best possible device 
for the colors of a corps whichfhad fought with success in 
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gun-room, from being formerly the principal depository for 
the small arms and a number of the gunner’s stores. 

The naval manoeuvre of “ breaking the line,’ which has 
been ascribed to Sir Cuartes Dovanass, Lord Ropwey, 
and Mr. Cer, author of Naval Tactics, about 1782, has a 
much earlier origin. On the 16th of August, 1652, Sir 
Grorce Ayseng, with his own and nine of his headmost 
ships, charged through the, Dutch’ fleet, and, having thus 
gotten the “weather gage,” attacked them with great 
bravery. On the 2d of June, 1653, the blue squadron 
charged through the enemy, and Rear Admiral Lawson bid 
fair for taking Dz Ruyster. On the 3d of June, 1665, 
several squadrons charged through and through, without any 
remarkable advantage; but about noon the Earl of Sand. 
wich, with the blue squadron, “fell into the centre of the 
“Dutch fleet, divided it into two parts, and began that con- 
“fusion which ended in a total defeat.” In the fight at 
Solebay, when the gallant Earl lost his life, May 28, 1672, 
Sir Josrru Jorpan, of the blue squadron, having the ad- 
vantage of the wind, pierced the Dutch fleet and threw it 
into confusion. 

The total mortality during the Russian war in the British 
fleet, including the naval brigade and marines serving with 
the army before Sebastopol, according to Dr. Mizroy, was, 
from disease, 1,574; from accidental injuries, suicide and 
drowning, 228; from wounds received in action, 227. In 
the Baltic fleet, the loss from wounds received in action was 
only 15; in 1854 fand 1855, only 11. In the Black sea 
fleet in 1854 the total loss from the casualties of war, afloat 
and on shore, was 94; in 1855 there were 104 deaths from 
wounds received in action. Among the East India and 
China squadron, in 18 eve were 87 violent deaths out 
of a mortality of 327. O* these, 87 were from wounds in 
action; 29 from drowning; 13 from accidents; 2 from 
suicide, and 3 from causes unknown. In 1858, out of a 
total mortality of 706, 120 were deaths from violence; 35 
from wounds in action (in China 27, in India 8); 49 were 
from drowning; 17 from accidents aboard ship; 3 by 
suicide; 1 by lightning; 15 causes not positively ascer- 
tained. Thus, in three years, 1856-57-58, 82 sailors and 
marines lost their lives in action, and 89 by drowning. 
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TuovGu our Monitor fleet was at all times during the 
war in conspicuous service, and constant opportunity was 
afforded for observing the details of the construction and 
working of the vessels, much ignorance still seems to pre- 
vail with regard to the principles which governed in the 
construction of the turret. The article which we copy 
elsewhere in this issue from the London Mechanics’ Maga- 
zine is one evidence of this misapprehension. The English 
writer has failed to notice some points in the Monitor tur- 
ret which seem to us as first in importance. It is evident 
that the two prime conditions necessary to the successs of a 
cylindrical gun-shield—which the turret is—are that the 
the machinery which revo'ves it shall be so contrived that 
it shall not be disarranged by the impact of shot on the 
sides of the turret; and, second, that shot striking at or 
near the base of the turret shall not interfere with its revo- 
lution. That these conditions were well satisfied in our 
Monitors was abundantly shown during the long and se- 
vere trial they endured while off Charleston. The first 
time a fleet of Monitors was under fire, during Dv Pont’s 
attack on Charleston, in ons or two of the vessels the rota- 
tion of the turret was temporarily impeded by slight causes, 
which were subsequently guarded against by a simple cor- 
rection, so that since that time to the close of the war 
there were no complaints on that head. 
Of course, the only part of the machinery for revolving 
the turret which is liable to injury by-shot is that which is 
attached to the turret itself. Now, the only piece of this 
revolving machinery so attached is a cogwheel about seven 
feet in diameter, constructed without arms, and bolted to 
the four wrought-iron gun-slides and the large cross-beam 
of the same material running at right angles to these. 
This last beam is constructed with a large eye in its centre, 
which fits over a heavy wrought-iron stationary shaft rest 
ing on the bottom of the vessel. The under side of the 
eye in the beam rests on a collar forged on this shaft. It 
will thus be seen that the periphery of the cogwheel of 
which we have spoken (the diameter of the turret being 
upward of twenty-one fect) is more than seven feet from 
he otter circumference of the turret. Hence it is impos- 
sible for any blow on the cutside of the turret to damage 
this machinery. 
With regard to the second point we have named, the 
security is attained by an exceedingly simple plan. A 
broad, polished, flat ring is inserted in the deck. On this 





all its quarters, and, with permission of His Majesty GrorcE 
IV., ordered it accordingly. 


The wardroom—which is now the apartment for all com- 
missioned officers on board of all vessels of war of less size 
than a ship-of-the-line—was, as its name denotes, orig- 
inally an apartment set apart for the use of the sick. In the 
same way, the apartmciit used as a mess-room by the com- 
missioned officers on board a ship-of-the-line is styled the 


ring the base of the turret, which is formed of another pol- 
ished ring, rubs around. Of course, these rings are two or 
three inches wider than the thickness of the turret. The 
result is a water-tight joint, and, as there are no flanges 
nor any other obstructions against which the turret can be 
jammed by the impact of shot, a safe revolution is insured. 
It is a common error to suppose that the key or wedge un- 


spoken, is intended to so lift the turret that it will revolve 
on this as its central axis. On the contrary, this key is 
only intended to relieve in a very slight degree the weight 
of the turret on the broad, flat ring of which we have 
spoken. In fact, its purpose is merely to sustain part of 
the weight of the guns, gun-carriages and pilot-house. If 
the turret could be lifted from the deck—as it cannot be 
without endangering its internal arrangements—it could 
not only not be revolved with the steadiness necessary for 
the accurate aiming of the guns, but the dirt would wash 
in between the turret and the deck, and the turret could 
not be lowered so as to make a tight joint. In fact, if we 
we were called upon to describe a perfect turret, we should 
say it was one unprovided with any means whatsoever of 
lifting the central stationary column we have alluded to, 
and revolved by engines powerful enough, and gearing 
strong enough, to turn the turret, with the whole weight 
of turret, guns and gun-carriages resting on the ring, let 
into the deck, on which the base of the turret rests. It is, 
of course, absurd in a wooden ship to atiempt to lift the 
turret by applying force to the end of the turret shaft. 
The application of such means would indicate a lack of 
comprehension of the results of long practice and the prin- 
ciples which are necessary to insure the success of the tur- 
ret. 








GENERAL SHERMAN ON WAR CLAIMS. 

Many petitions have been presented in Congress during 
this session for reimbursement of damages done by our 
Army in marching through South Carolina. Most of them 
were from Columbia, and the parties claim to have always 
been Union men, and generally assume that the city was 
burned by General Suzrman’s order. One of these was 
presented in the Senate last week. The petitioner says he 
is ninety years old; that his home and all its contents was 
burned on the night after our occupation of Columbia; that 
the loss was at least ten thousand dollars; that he is reduced 
to beggary, and that he is living on the charity of the Ma- 
sonic order. He further says that he was five years post- 
master, and twenty-eight years a magistrate of Columbia; 
has been under oath since 1823 to preserve, protect and de- 
fend the Constitution, and has never broken that oath; 
that he suffered pecuniary loss in nullification times, because 
he was a Union man, and was removed from the post-office 
for the same cause. This person laid his case before General 
SurerMay, who thus replied: 

Hrapquarters Miz. Div. or tue Mississiprt, 
Sr. Louis, Mo., March 6, 1866. } 
Benjamin Rowls, Columbia, 8. C.: 

Dear Sir:—I have your letter inclosing a petition to the 
Congress of the United States, asking to be indemnified for 
the loss by fire of your house and contents at the time of 
our occupation in February, 1865. I assure you that I 
feel deeply for you and all others who lost their property 
in that fire; but if the United States were to assume the 
liability, it would be an admission that we had done wrong. 
This is not true. The rightful authority of the National 
Government has been resisted-in the State of South Carolina 
for years, and we were compelled, at great cost of life and 
money, to conduct thither a vast army, and our progress 
was resisted by all the force the State could obtain. Your 
own citizens resisted our approach, not only with arms, 
but by burning the bridges over the Edisto, Congaree, 
Salada and Broad Rivers. They burned the dépét in 
Columbia before we entered the city, because it contained 
corn and stores they supposed we needed, and set fire to 
thousands of bales of cotton rolled out into the streets, and 
which were burning before we entered Columbia. I myself 
was in the city as early as noon and saw those fires, and 
knew that efforts were made to extinguish them; but a high 
and strong wind kept them alive. 

I gave no orders for the burning of your city, but, on 
the contrary, the reverse, and I believe the conflagration 
resulted from the great imprudence of cutting the cotton 
bales, whereby the contents were spread by the wind, so 
that it became almost impossible to arrest the fire. I saw 
in your Columbia newspapers the printed order of General 
Wave Hamproy, that on the approach of the Yankee Army 
all the cotton should thus be burned, and, from what I saw 
myself, have no hesitation in saying that he was the cause 
of the destruction of your property. Your true remedy is 
against him and such others of your own citizens as con- 
spired with him and made the military occupation of your 
city an absolute necessity. I hardiy think it is fair that 
Congress should tax the people of Ohio, Illinois and Mis- 
souri to pay for such losses; but as it is not my province to 
judge in such matters, I will send your petition according 
to its address. 

I again assure you of my personal sympathy by reason 
of your age and infirmity, but this must not lead me to 
indorse a wrong principle

GRANT AND HIS CAMPAIGNS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sm:—In your issue of March 3d,I pointed out a few 
of the inaccuracies and misstatements contained in “ GRANT 
“and his Campaigns.’’ I pro to further review the 
book, but beg pardon of my ers for the desultory man- 
ner in which I have treated the subject. I perceive, on 
reading the first article in print, that it is imperfectly 
understood without constant reference to the book itself. 
The printer also omitted entirely my criticism on the fol- 
lowing extract from the author's account of the operations 
of ad 10th, near Spottsylvania Court-House. (See page 
308. 

** A small creek, a branch of the Ny river, lay between the position 


of the enemy and that of Warren and Sepewick, and also separated 
Hancock from Warren.” 


No creek lay between the main portion of our Army and 
the enemy, and the stream that separated Hancock from 
the enemy and from our own Army was the Po river. — 

Before proceeding to the author’s account of operations 
on the south side of the James, I will refer to a remarkable 
statement made by the author in his comments on tho bat- 
tle of the Wilderness, page 302, and repeated in substance 
on page 319. 

** Spies and traitors were all around our headquarters. * 
With a rapidity that savored of magic and diabolic arts, no sooner had 
an order m issued by Grant than it was known at Lex’s head- 
quarters. * * There were not in the Rebel ranks, 
wicked as they were, men as vile as Northern traitors, who, while 
wearing the uniform of the Republic, living on its bounty and sworn 
to protect its glorious banner, were in secret league with the enemy,” 
etc., ad nauseam.

These are strong statements to pass into history under 
the authority of the “life-long friend” of General Grant, 
and one may be pardoned for doubting them. Our signal 
code was not used to convey very important orders, the 
telegraph taking its place. ‘The Confederates undoubtedly 
had a very thorough and complete spy and scout system, 
but that there were traitors in blue near enough to General 
Grant to habitually obtain his orders and convey them to 
the enemy, is an invention of some weak-minded person, 
and ono not creditable to General Grant's military family. 

In the account of the flank movement to dislodge the 
enemy from Spottsylvania (see page 319), the author gives 
to “‘ spies and traitors’’ the credit of saving to the enemy a 
large quantity of stores, which would otherwise have been 
captured by General ‘'ornert. By his usual inaccuracy, 
the author detracts largely from the credit due General 
Torsert. General Torrent did not move with the “ main 
“body of the cavalry,” but with a force made up of de- 
tachments from nearly ail the cavalry regiments in the 
Army, hastily thrown together and brought down from 
Washington—the officers unacquainted with the men. 
With this command he cleared the way for the Second 
corps, and dislodged several hundred of the enemy’s 
infantry from their entrenchments at Milford Station. 
They were not “drawn up with artillery and rifle pits to 
‘contest the possession of the railroad bridge across the 
“Mattapony,” as stated by the author. ‘They had no 
artillery, nor were they near any railroad bridge. They 
were defending the country bridge. 

Neither is it correct, as stated on page 330, that “ War- 
“REN, With the Fifth corps, pushed after Hancock, in con- 
* necting distance, driving away that portion of the enemy's 
** force which was again clustering around Milford Bridge.” 
A reference to General Warren’s or General Meape’s 
reports will show the author that the Fifth corps did not 
move by Milford Bridge. Neither is it correct that “the 
“enemy presenting himself closely upon his right and rear, 
“Hancock formed in line of battle about one mile south of 
“the river.” Contrary to General Hancock’s expectations, 
and, it may be added, to his wishes, the enemy did not ap- 
pear in his vicinity except in scouting parties. ‘The author 
has no right to offer in excuse for his many errors, that the 
subordinate reports of that great campaign have not been 
rendered, for by so doing he will be taking advantage of 
his own wrong in suffering his hastiiy written work to be 
heralded to the country as the only authentic and correct 
life of the Lieutenant-General. 

I now take up the author's account of the transfer of 
the Army to the south side of the James. Almost in the 
first sentence the author is in error, when he speaks of the 
i Sey bridges near Wilcox’s Wharf, opposite Windham's 
“ Point.” A part of the Army crossed in transports from 
Wilcox's Wharf to Windmill Point, but there was no pon- 
toon bridge within four or five miles of that point. 

On 348, the author states that when General Situ 
moved from Bermuda Hundred to assault Petersburgh, the 
enemy “was in great force south of Richmond, A. P. 
“ Hixt’s corps in advance.” ‘This language would seem to 
convey the idea that the enemy had crossed the river, 
which is not believed to have been the case. It is supposed 
that Lex’s entire arthy was then, and for a par ane 
time after,on the north bank.of the river anticipatin 
Grant's approach in that direction. Petersburgh was held 
only by Wise’s command, and it was not until the morning 
of June 16th, if even then, that the veterans of Lzr’s army 
arrived at Petersburgh. 

On the night of the 16th, the author states, page 350, 
“the attack began at six o'clock, and the fight continued 
“until six in the morning, with varying success. It was a 
‘terrible battle night.” 

It would probably puzzle the author to fortify this state- 
ment by any reference to reports, or to persons cognizant of 
what really occurred. There was severe fighting in the 
afternoon and on the evening of the 16th, but the latter 
part of the night was comparatively quiet. 

It may be mentioned, in_passing, that the brigade of 
Mixzs did not belong to the Fifth corps, as stated on the 
same page, but to the Second. 

On — the author gives a most imperfect account 
of the affair of the 22d of June, between the Jerusalem 
Plank Road and the Williams’ House, in which we lost 
nearly three thousand men and four guns. The account 
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is too long to quote entire, but in substance is that the 
Second and Sixth corps delayed to attack, through some 
misunderstanding, and finally moved forward, independ- 
ently, too late, causing a gap, through which the enemy 
penetrated, rolling up the flank of the Second corps, from 
left to right; that General Mzapg, arriving on the field, 
took the two corps in hand, recovering a part of the ground 
lost by the Second corps, and all of that lost by the Sixth. 

The facts are these. The Second and Sixth corps were 
ordered to move forward from their entrenched position to 
more closely envelope the enemy’s works. The first orders 
issued to the Second corps contemplated that the con- 
nection with the right should be preserved, while the left 
of the corps moved, as did the Sixth—in other words, that 
the movement should be in the nature of a right wheel 
‘touch to the right and dress to the left.” But the enemy 
held the ground tenaciously in front of the Sixth corps, 
and it was finally ordered that the two corps should move 
independently, and the Second swung forward, leaving the 
sound of the firing, where the Sixth corps was.engego’, fir 
to its rear and left. eral BaRLow, commanding the 
left division, Second corps, prudently moved an entire 
brigade by the flank, on his left, to prevent a successful 
attack in that direction. But one was e, and the 
brigade went to pieces very easily. The enemy followed 
down the line, breaking it in some places by a direct front 
attack, and forced the whole line to fall back to the en- 
trenchments from which it had just moved. The troops 
showed very little spirit, and to this cause, more than any 
other, was the disaster due. 

No part of the original line was lost, however, and the 
enemy retired to their own works as soon as they had taken 
away the captured artillery. No advance under General 
Meapg, such as is described in the text, took place, though 
some feeble efforts were made by General Prercer, of Grs- 
Bon's division, to retake the guns. The Sixth corps lost 
several hundred men captured, and kept very quiet about 


it, the larger loss in the Second corps helping to conceai 
their misfortune. The Sixth corps was not, however, 
driven back. 


In the account of the first expedition under General Han- 
cock, to Deep Bottom, page 365, it would have been well to 
have given the gallant cavalry the credit for the affair of the 
28th of June, in which they met and defeated Kersnaw’s 
division of infantry, capturing several colors and a re- 
spectable number of prisoners, with no other aid than the 
moral support of our infantry. This was accomplished 
by a brilliant charge of the cavalry, on foot, after they had 
been pushed back to their led horses and pack animals. 

It is not a gracious task, picking flaws in a work of this 
kind, and I pass over many errors, including the account 
of the affair at Reams Station (where we lost nine guns, 
instead of five, as stated in the text), to the description of 
the affair of the 27th of October, known as the fight on the 
Boydton Plank Road. 

e author errs in stating (see page 395) that “‘ the new 
“ objective was the enemy’s line of works covering Hatch- 
“ er’s Run and the White Oak Road.” 

Their works on Hatcher's Run were rifle-pits a few yards 
long at the fords, and they had no works whatever on the 
White Oak Road. 

The “ objective point” was the Southside Railroad, with 
the possible success of breaking in the enemy’s line, as was 
afterward done; and, had the movable column on the left 
been as large as when under SHeripAn, more important 
results might have followed. In this instance, the movable 
column consisted of Greea’s division of cavalry and two 
divisions of infantry, numbering seven or eight thousand 
men. ‘They were halted on the Boydton Plank Road, the 
two divisions some half a mile apart and in nearly parallel 
lines. The enemy penetrated not only between the Fifth 
corps and the Second, but between the two divisions of the 
Second. The first line, which was concealed from the ene- 
my by the nature of the ground, faced about, and, between 
the two, the enemy was ground up, losing about a thou- 
sand prisoners. 

General Greco, covering the rear, was attacked furiously 
by Hampton, with five brigades of cavalry, and held his 
ground with great difficulty. It is not believed that Gen- 
eral Grant ordered the withdrawal of Hancock and 
Grece until after the fighting had ceased, and he became 
convinced that, owing to the state of the roads, and scarci- 
ty of ammunition, and the difficulty, if not impossibility, 
of getting up a fresh supply or fresh troops by morning, 
they could not maintain their ground. 

The space I have already occupied forbids further refer- 
ence to the book.- It is not to be expected, of course, 
that in a work covering so much time and matter the 
author can enter into details of affairs like that above 
alluded to. But if he touches them at all he should be 
exact. The reader will notice that the writer's criticisms 
are confined chiefly to the author's accounts of the part 
taken by the cavalry and the Second corps in the cam- 
paign—these being the troops with which he was most 
familiar. Other writers can doubtless point out corre- 
sponding errors relating to other commands. 


Were it not that an attempt has been made to obtain for 
this bookva high reputation on account of the peculiar re- 
lations advertised as existing between the author and the 
Lieutenant-General, and the unusual facilities furnished 
the author for acquiring information, I should not have 
noticed it. It has evidence on every page of having been 
written in the greatest haste, to supply an inordinate 
demand of the printer for “copy,” that the publisher 
might get the book upon the market before some rival 
should occupy the field. It will have a mushroom exist- 
ence. The time has not yet come for writing histories of 
the campaigns just closed, and some painstaking writer 
will hereafter do that justice to the Lieutenant-General 
denied him by his “ life-long friend,” and produce a work 
of some value to the military student. It is well that 
General Grant's reputation is in no way dependent upon 
the book. 

The book is deficient in maps and plans of battles, the 
few plans given being incomplete and inaccurate. In the 
map or plan of operations on the North Anna the enemy’s 
line and our own should be ted as crossing the 
Fredericksburgh Road. Much of the fighting of the Second 
corps took place on our left of that road, and one of the 
principal pontoon bridges was some distance below it. 





On page 340, the entire Second corps should be repre- 
sented as on our left of Cold Harbor. A small topographi- 
cal sketch, with'the positions of the troops designated, would 
have some value. The few straight lines presented by 
the author only confuse the reader. 

I trust that I have not been more severe in my com- 
ments than warranted by such ill-digested attempts to 
make history. Scnipe. 








THE VOLUNTEER MEDICAL CORPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Srr:—There are now inthe Regular Navy a number of 
vacancies in the Medical Corps, and it is said that these va- 
cancies are to be filled by graduates of the past Winter 
who pass a successful examination. It is due to the present 
acting medical officers that this step should be carefully 
considered, as it is proposed in consequence to discharge the 
acting assistant and acting passed assistant surgeons. A 
little reflection will show that these have strong claims 
upon their present position, and should not be discharged 
in favor of new and inexperienced men, except for the 
best of reasons, or upon their resignation. 

1. The acting officers are now few in number, and have 
served the Government during its most trying ordeal— 
some two, three or four years—enduriug all the discom- 
forts, hardships and dangers incident to a time of war. 
Some have even suffered a long, dreary and painful im- 
prisonment, with its attendant hazards of health and life. 
Shall these services be lightly weighed now, and deserving 
officers set aside for noviciates, who have seen service neither 
in the Army ror the Navy, and who aro to be accepted 
so’ely on the merits of their examinations ? 

2. Had the acting medical officers declined offering their 
services to the Government in its time of need, they might 
now be enjoying an established and even lucrative practice 
in many localities then vacated, but now filled by the dis- 
charged surgeons of the Army and Navy, and those who 
graduated during the war. In view of the vacancies now 
in the Regular corps, shall the remaining acting oflicers be 
discharged, to find positions in the city or country, now 
overflowing with men of their profession? Shall young 
men, fresh from their studies, be allowed to supplant these 
acting officers in a position to which, by their fidelity and 
patriotism, they have the very strongest claims ? No; let 
the acting officers who have served acceptably remain; 
and the freshly fledged M. D.s try their fortunes in pri- 
vate practice, in whatever locality they may choose, just 
as the discharged medical officers will have to do if the 
former are permitted to svpplant them. 

8. Much stress is sometimes laid on what is sometimes 
termed the superficial cxamination of the acting corps. Did 
the Medical Boards, who examined these men, stultify 
themselves? Did they fail in their duty and impose on 
the Government? Those who assert the first, will scarcely 
dare answer in the affirmative the second and third sen- 
tences. The examinations were, in almost every instance, 
quite as thorough and difficult as in most of the medical 
colleges. And many of the “assistants” have had their 
second examination, and been promoted to “ passed-assist- 
“ants”? in the acting service. This second examination 
was certainly as complete, with scarcely an exception, as 
ought to be required of any candidate. And I appeal to 
the record of these men. Many are now serving on 
foreign stations, and others have been on constant duty at 
home since they entered the Navy. Have they not 
acquitted themselves well, not only professionally, but in 
other requirements becoming an officer? Grant, for the 
argument, simply, that the examinations were not as 
thorough as in the Regular corps. It is to be considered 
that the latter often complain of the unnecessary severity 
of the ordeal through which they were required to pass, 
and, in many cases, resign rather than endure a second 
infliction. And for them to insist that the acting officers 
must be “put through” in the same manner, is simply 
the argument of “poor Reynard,’ minus his caudal 
appendage, though I do not say that they cut so ridiculous 
a figure. If two, three or four years is not sufficient to 
test the ability of a man to fulfill acceptably the duties 
required of him in the service, then there is no test by 
which to judge him. If this does not sustain him, he had 
better quit service, profession and all. He who passes an 
examination brilliantly, may utterly fail in practice, as 
every one knows; while he who barely gets through by 
the “skin of his teeth” (that’s very thin), often distances 
his bright competitor, glorying in his easily-won honors at 
school, and exhibits, by his skill and success in practice, a 
record which elevates him far above those who once 
slighted or despised him for his apparent mediocrity. 

4, There have been frequent and bitter jealousies between 
the acting and Regular line officers, and probably not with- 
out cause; and much discord has, at times, shown itself. 
Not so among the staff officers. The Regular officers of 
both grades have ever treated the acting staff with courtesy 
and respect, and their intercourse has been uniformly har- 
monious. ‘The warmest friendships are cherished between 
them, and noone could perceive a want of unanimity. 
This could not have been so had the acting officers not 
been fully up to the standard required of them. 

5. While acquiescing in whatever may be deemed best 
by the Navy Department, and unwilling to reflect on its 
action, which has ever been courteous, considerate and 
appreciative to the acting officers, yet they desire to be 
heard in their protest against what seems to them to be a 
remission of that uniform justness of view which has ever 
characterized the action of the Government toward them. 
They claim that they ought now to be retained, for the 
above mentioned reasons, to fill the vacancies at present 
existing, and that the Regular list should be filled gradu- 
ally, as the acting officers, by resignations or otherwise, 
leave the service. They do not ask more privileges than 
they have already been granted; and should their wishes 
be acceded to by the Department, they will esteem it a just 
appreciation of their past services. 

Now that the war is over—its discomforts and dangers 
past—and the position rendered pleasant by familiarity 
with its requirements and the amenities of peace, let us be 
rewarded by being retained in the status, which, we trust, 
we have justly merited. A Vo.LuntTeER. 
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MILITARY COMMON SENSE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sm :—For many years previous to the Rebellion, it waS 
the fashion among Regular Army men to ridicule Volun- 
teers, and elevate the Regular Army nose at Volunteer 
officers. For years, it has also been the style among civil- 
ians to denounce West Point, and to sneer at its so-called 
aristocratic tendencies. ‘The war has demonstrated that 
both of these courses were wrong; that gallant men and 
able officers from both branches of the service fought un- 
der the National flag, and, shoulder to shoulder, marched 
to victory. No men are more generous than the citizen 
soldiery of this Nation, and none more willing to accord to 
their brothers who were so fortunate as to receive the lib- 
eral education which the Academy extends to her sons, the 
proper tribute of praise; and they have shown, both in the 
Army and out of it, a readiness, which has been prominent, 
to aid those who deny the charge that the institution is a 
barden to the country, and its graduates far below the re- 
quirements of a military age. And yet, they are not met 
by West Pointers in the same spirit. The sneers which 
ounce were the rule, when a citizen officer made his appear- 
ance, are again becoming fashinable; articles in prominent 
papers written to sustain West Point, and which could and 
sbould be written fairly, contain comparisons which are 
odious, because untrue, and causeless flings which only 
serve to embitter feelings which are friendly and to estrange 
those whose good will may be of service in the future. Offi- 
cers of the Volunteerse rvice feel this to be so, and by the 
conduct itself of Regular Army officers, they are forced to 
regard the Army as a close corporation, and to feel that 
if those who now hold its commissions had control, but few 
Volunteer officers, however high their earned position, how- 
ever eminent their ability or prominent their names, would, 
should there be an increase, be given grades commensu- 
rate with their merit. Let the Regular Army “stick to- 
“gether.” It is right that it should. Its fame is the fame 
of the flag, and every true citizen is proud of its honored 
memories; but let its members cease to say what should be 
left unsaid, and let them recall the campaigns, and fields, 
and fights of the war, where Volunteer officers led Volun- 
teer troops, erected works, commanded batteries, advanced 
skirmish lines, built bridges and whipped the enemy with- 


out the suggestion, knowledge or presence of a West 
Pointer. 

In an editorial article in the Army AND Navy Journal, 
of March 3d., on “ Military Education,” occurs this pas- 


sage: “As for departments, such as engineering, ord- 
“nance, gunnery, staff’ duties, fortification, the conduct- 
“ing of sieges and so forth, we were absolutely dependent 
“fon our educated officers.” If, by “educated” you mean 
West Point, you will please excuse me if I mention one Ar- 
my which was almost ‘‘ absolutely dependent on our” Vol- 
unteer officers for services cn staft duties, in engineering, the 
erection of fortifications, and the management of the fight. 


I refer to the “Army of the Tennessee,” composed of the 
Fifteenth and Seventeenth Corps; and, perhaps, their his- 
tory shows that these corps built as many bridges, erected 
as many forts and line of works, and fought as intelligently 
as any other portion of the Army, although the West Point- 
ers upon their rolls were “few and far between;” while 


the marching and bearing of the men in the grand review 
at Washington tells louder than spoken language of their 
discipline and drill. In staff duties, who surpassed the 
officers filling those positions there? In engineering, who 
more skillful, prompt and efficient, than that young officer 
who won his siar and the command of one of the best Brig- 
ades in the service, by his signal ability, while on the 
staff of the General Commanding the Seventeenth Corps. In 
fortifications, where were works which excelled those 
planned crected and rendered serviceable by the pioneer 
corps of those Western divisions, officers and men being 
nearly all mechanics of limited education? And what guns 
wrought more dismay in thefrebel ranks than the twenty- 
pound Parrotts of Ds Grassr’s battery, the saucy Rod- 
man’s of the First Minnesota, and many others which have 
relieved our citizen artillerists of the reflections cast upon 
them before the war, and changed contempt to universal 
praise. 

Education is desirable, commendable, and should be pro- 
moted; but the experience of the last five years shows 
that educated military men are not all able military men. 
What we want at West Point, as much as anything else, 
is a department of ‘ horse-sense,” if it were possible to 
have it; not to enforce that rule of action which teaches, 
for instancethat, because, when practicable, artillery should 
be brigaded, and kept together on the march, that therefore 
the same course should be pursued with it among the 
mountains and through the gaps of Georgia; but which 
teaches men to apply the knowledge they possess, and 
when a case occurs, as it often docs, where theory fails, 
by the use of prompt action and common sense to do the 
right thing, in the right place, and at the right time; and 
it needs no refreshing of the memories of soldier life, to re- 
call repeated occasions where a ready use of this quality 
would have saved many a drop of precious blood which 
“ education,” misdirected, caused tw flow, and given last- 
ing fame to its possessor.

the examination should not take place until one year after 
each officer shall have been duly installed in his new po- 
sition. I cannot but think that such an arrangement 
would be perfectly satisfactory, as it would give all a fair 
chance, after an exceedingly harrassing and fatiguing 
campaign, to brighten up a little. Surely Senators and 
Members ought kindly to recollect that the great ma- 
jority of the old Army officers have been actively engaged, 
since the crushing out of the Rebellion, in trying to fill 
the gaps created in their ranks by the engagements through 
which they passed, while some regiments have actually 
been compelled to continue encamped, up to the present 
moment, on the very fields over which they fought for the 
past four years, owing to the necessary withdrawal of the 
Volunteer forces, hence having no opportunity of anticipat- 
ing the proposed action of Congress in regard to putting 
them before Examining Boards. 

If the honorable Senator would indeed befriend the 
Army, let him institute a board of officers, of undoubted 
probity of*character, clothed with powers to carefully 
scrutinize the list of appointments and promotions, which 
would result from the passage of his proposed bill, with 
the view to the rejection of such as had in any way dis- 
graced their official positions, by swindling the Govern- 
ment, their brother officers, or the men under their control, 
or who had surrendered themselves up to drunkenness. 

Such action, on the honorable Senator’s part, would 
indeed be healthy. GETTYSBURGH. 


GENERAL WARREN AT FIVE FORKS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir :—In your paper of March 3d, page 441, I find that 
Major-General Warren has done me the honor to remark 
upon certain statements in recent publications of mine, rel- 
ative to the battle of Five Forks, in the following words: 

In the first edition of ‘‘ Our Great Captains,” by L. P. Brockert, 
it is stated that on the 3lst ‘‘ General Waren suffered himself to be 
«driven back to Dinwiddie Court-House.” Now, thisis exactly what 
General SHeripan did—not what I did. In the same author’s ‘* His- 
‘tory of the Great Rebellion,” he states that my operations on the 
3lst of March were three-fourths of a mile trom the Five Forks. The 
true distance was four or five miles. 

I can appreciate General Warren’s feelings at being, as 
he conceives, grossly misrepresented as to the part he took 
in the battle of Five Forks, and I have certainly no 
desire to add even a feather’s weight to the reproaches 
which have been cast upon him; but I must beg leave to 
say a word or two in defence of my positions which he mis- 
represents in this paragraph. It is true, that the state- 
ment alluded to was made in the first edition of the “Great 
“Captains,” and it occurred in this way: The book, which 
it had been my publisher’s intention to issue in March, 
was completed, so far as the account of these closing 
battles was concerned, in the very week on which they 
occurred, and this passage, the statements of which were 
taken from the telegraphic dispatches, was stereotyped be- 
fore Ler’s surrender. But General Warren knows very 
well that this first edition was a very small one, and that 
in the second, and, of course, all subsequent editions issued, 
the correction was promptly made, and such justice as 
could be accorded to him, by careful comparison of the 
official reports, was freely rendered. 

As to the statement that I declared the position of his 
corps on the 31st of March to have been three-fourths 
of a mile from Five Forks, the General is in error; no 
such statement occurs in my book, and he must have mis- 
taken the statement of some other author for mine. I 
have carefully compared the statements in my “ History 
“of the Great American Rebellion” (Auburn, 1865), with his 
narrative and map, and am gratified to find that, in regard 
to the position and movements of troops on those eventful 
days, they agree marvellously well. Trusting that this 
explanation may prove satisfactory, I remain, his and 
your obedient servant, L. P. Brockett.

Since the above was in type we have received a note 
from General WARREN, in which he says: “In my com- 
‘* munication,"which you published in the number of March 
“ 3d, I made a mistake in attributing the authorship of the

“tance was four to five miles. I ask his pardon. The 
“error I referred to is on page 691 of the ‘ Military and

Tus Secretary of the Navy has addressed the following 
letter to Surgeon Tuomas M. Portes, in relation to the 
case of a boy, who was passed by the latter as fit for the 
service, and afterward discharged because of physical 


unfitness : 
Navy Department, WasuHineton, March 9, 1866. 

Srr: Your letter of the 3d inst., in relation to the case 
of Grorce J. Batre, has been received. 

The Department cannot consider your explanation as 
satisfactory. 

The facts in the case are briefly these: Bare, after 
having been examined and passed by you, as physically fit 
for the service, was shipped as an apprentice on the 2d ult. 
On the day after his shipment it was found necessary to 
recommend him for survey, and the Board of Surgeons ap- 
pointed to examine him reported him as a “ patient of deli- 
“cate organization for his age (fourteen and a half years), 
“inferior measurement, and unable to distinguish letters an 
“inch square at a distance of seven feet.”” A second survey, 
by a Board of three surgeons, resulted in a report that the 
boy was afflicted with permanent “congenital short-sight- 
‘edness, obviously existing at the time he was shipped,” 
and it was recommended that he be discharged from the 
service, “as the structure of his eyes renders him quite 
“unfit for the position for which he was shipped.” By 
the discharge of the boy, the Government loses the amount 
of expenses incurred in receiving and keeping him from the 
date of his entrance until his discharge. 

The Department cannot concur with you in regarding 
the evidence in this case as showing a mere “ difference of 








“ opinion,” as to the boy’s fitness for the service, nor can it 





consider your neglect of duty as excused by the fact that 
“absolute physical perfectness is not required.” 

Ag you have no better excuse to tender, and as it has 
become necessary that negligence of this kind should 


receive a check, it is deemed proper to place you on 
eae for three months, from the first of the caning 
month. ° 


You will accordingly be considered as so placed.

THE MONITOR TURRET. 
(From the London Mechanics’ Magazine.] 

Tux Monitor turret revolves on a vertical shaft or spin- 
dle running centrally through a solid cross-frame in its 
bottom down to the main or ’tween decks, where it steps. 
This spindle moves a cog-wheel acting on a larger one 
nearly the diameter of the turret, which in turn plays on 
the teeth of an inside cog attached solidly to the inner rim 
or periphery of the tower. A part of the strain is taken 
off the stepping end of the shaft and made to come just 
beneath the deck beams or bearings formed by a shoulder 
on the spindle, lateral friction being provided for by one or 
more rings or washers working one inside the other. ‘The 
machinery for revolving the turret is of a very simple and 
solid kind (saving the usual liability to flaws and bad finish 
peculiar to a deal of American engine work), connecting 
with the main engine, but in some cases independent of it. 
In action the engineer on turret duty is directed by the 
lieutenant in charge between decks, who, as he receives the 
orders of the commander down through the grating of the 
turret, sees to their execution. As the bull’s-eyes and deck- 
lights are necessarily sealed with iron covers when under 
fire, daylight then gives place to battle-lanterns, and venti- 
lation is kept up by fans driven by the engine and commnu- 
nicating for supply of air with small apertures in the deck 
at either end. Officers’ and men’s quarters, magazines, 
etc., are located as usual in ships-of-war. Entering the 
turret (if from the upper deck by a port, for there is no 
door), we find either two 11-inch or one 11-inch and one 
15 inch, or, as almost general. now, two 15-inch guns side 
and side, muzzle and muzzle, a suitable distance intervening. 
The eye is struck with the simplicity of the carriages and 
slides on which these huge weapons are mounted ; recoil is 
taken up by a contrivance different from anything in her 
Majesty’s navy, though resembling somewhat that applied 
to Captain Buaketey’s largest guns. The guns, when 
run in, cut the inside of the turret into two sections or 
segments of a circle, leaving ample room on either side for 
the officer in charge and his dozen men to work freely, 
though eight men can in case of need manage both guns 
alternately with the greatest ease, something marvellous 
when it is remembered that the 15-inch is over 3 feet across 
the breech and weighs twenty tons and more. 

In action the Monitor takes up her position the same as 
an ordinary war ship, and revolves her towers until the guns 
bear upon the object, which is ascertained either from the 
protected “conn” at the top of the turret, or by means of a 
small sight hole, hardly an inch in diameter, pierced through 
the wall just above and to the right or left of each piece. 
All being ready she opens port, delivers fire, closes port, 
and reloads while revolving for another broadside. The 
port-stopper or buckler is a very simple affair, resembling 
most the handle of a leather portmanteau, placed vertically 
with its convex side or grip outboard, and so filling up or 
closing the porthole. It is of solid forged iron, some 
12 inches through the centre, and is secured in its place at 
top and bottom by heavy bolts, on which it is turned or 
slewed by leverage when opening or closing port. Its 
outer convexity naturally gives it greater resisting power, 
and its internal concavity allows of its being slewed clear 
of the muzzle of the gun so as to economize room, the whole 
contrivance being, in fact, admirable, and a vast improve- 
ment over either pendulistic or lateral port-closers. In the 
early days of the Monitors great inconvenience was expe- 
rienced from the concussion produced within the turret by 
the discharge of these enormous guns. This objection is 
now overcome by the application of what is termed a “ con- 
“ cussion-box,” which receives the muzzle end of the piece 
for a certain distance through a hole of the same diameter, 
and at the time of discharge shunts, as it were, the heaviest 
of the concussion from the inner, closed side%of the “ box” 
out through the exterior, open side thereof, and conse- 
quently out through the port by reverberation. 

Actual experience inside a turret during the firing of a 
dozen rounds, with from low up tofull charges, (the latter 60 
pounds of powder), has proved that the shock was less than is 
frequently experienced from standing near a 95-cwt. gun 
on shipboard, or a siege gun on shore. Neither is the 
smoke or heat annoying beyond the average incidental to 
very much lighter gun practice elsewhere, though, perhaps, 
as the guns in time get hot from continuous firing, venti- 
lation cannot be so well kept up. However, the officers do 
not complain of any very serious inconvenience until at 
the end of an hour or more of steady and rapid firing. But 
were the reverse the case, a Monitor could change front or 
side, alter position, retreat from it temporarily for breathing 
time, and return with greater impunity than could a broad- 
side iron-clad, and without running many risks which in- 
separably attach to the latter by virtue of her build and 
arrangements. A Monitor, whether stem on or broadside 
to, has the same play and range of her guns, and exposes 
no weaker feature in the one position than in the other, but 
for a broadside ship to show her heel is quite another thing. 
Pumps, boats, and other fittings and tackle peculiar to war 
ships generally, are in the Monitors in the usual way; 
there are no bulwarks, but disposed in place of them iron 
stanchions round the ship with rope fittings, an arrangement 
that appears somewhat unsnipshape and unsafe; shifting 
bulwarks of wood or boiler iron could quickly and readily 
be unshipped while other preparations for an engagement 
were progressing. In the earlier-built Monitors the butting 
and edging of the side armor left much to be desired in the 
way of strength and neatness, but these and many other 
defects necessarily incidental to’ constructions of such a 
then novel and singular description have been successfully 
remedied, as may be seen on ting the te ar: tad

Tue following telegram was sent by Lieutenant-General 
Grant to Dr. Lorenzo Bowers, Lebanon, Pa., brother of 
the late Colonel Bowers: “ It is with hearfelt sorrow that I 
communicate to you the accidental death of your most esti- 
mable brother, Colonel ‘'T. 8. Bowers. It occurred at 3 pP. 
M., yesterday, opposite West Point. In attempting to get 
on the cars while in motion, he fell between two of them, 
and was instantly crushed to death. His funeral will 
take place to-morrow, at West Point, and his brother staff 
officers and myselfleave in a body to-day to attend it. 
Your brother has won more than esteem from all who 
knew him, and in his death the country sustains a great 
loss.” 

Masor-Generat Howard issues a circular, announcing 
the death of Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel H. H. Stinson, A. 
D. C., on his staff. General Howard says: In 1861 he 
entered the Army as a private soldier, in the Fifth Maine 
Volunteers. At the first battle of Bull Run, while bind- 
ing up the wounds of a beloved brother, who was mortally 
wounded, he was taken prisoner and retained for nearly a 
year in the different prisons of the South—in Richmond, 
Salisbury and New Orleans. As soon as he was . 
he was promoted to a lieutenancy, and soon after detailed 
upon my staff. Just before the severe battle of the 27th of 
May, near New Hope Church, Georgia, while reconnoiter- 
ing, he was shot through the lungs, the ball passing en- 
tirely through his body. His chances for recovery seemed 
doubtful, when he was taken from the field back to Cleve- 
land, Kast Tennessee, where a kind family nursed and 
cared for him. He returned to the Army so as to partici- 
pate in the operations and battles near Jonesboro, below 
Atlanta, Ga. The premature exposure to the dangers and 
hardships of that campaign brought on hemorrhage of the 
lungs, from which he never fully recovered. He —— 
duty, however, for the most part till the time of his death, 
which took place in Florida, on the 22d of February, ult. 
An uncomplaining sufferer, he continued to render useful 
public service in the field and in the bureau work. The 
Government has lost no officer more able, more patriotic, 
more pure and unselfish than Lieutenant-Colonel Stinson. 
His numerous friends and sadly afflicted family have the 
best of consolation in the cohtemplation of his past uni- 
formly useful Christian life, and in the complete assurance 
of a happy immortality.

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THE ARBITRAMENT OF THE SWORD. 


NE is sometimes struck with a sudden recollection 

of the prevalence of peace societies in former 
days, and with a curiosity to know whither they have 
disappeared. It is undoubtedly true that fewer of 
these philanthropic agencies are extant no® than 
formerly. Probably many exist without flourishing ; 
find themselves unappreciated, and prefer, in the 
present state of public feeling, to blush unseen rather 
than to be objectively covered with confusion by bel- 
ligerent observers. For, it is clear that, after all the 
fine millenarian theories in which we only lately in- 
dulged, the Golden Age is not yet introduced to our 
vision, and the lion does not yet lie quietly down with 
the lamb, even in the best-regulated menageries. If 
it be true that, for a time, with the desire of reducing 
materiel to a peace basis, swords are beaten into 
ploughshares or spears bent into pruning-hooks, sabres 
and spring-bayonets very soon more than supply the 
deficiency. The world was never more reconciled to 
the arbitrament of arms than to-day. Now, surely, 
there has been a very great change in this respect over 
the peace feeling in this country, and others, some 
years ago. Many good “‘ Quakers,’’ doubtless, found 
sore trial of conscientious scruples during our four 
years of war, and not all remained entirely pacific. 
Some English peace societies did, we believe, make 
known their existence by deprecatory resolutions, 
votes of condolence, and what not, @ propos of the 
Southern Rebellion. But hardly an echo went up 
from any such sources on this side of the water. 
Early in the war, a corpulent friend of ours (peace to 
his remains, ‘‘if any,”’) was reluctantly compelled to 
vacate a capacious arm-chair which he had long filled 
and warmed with great dignity, in the capacity of 
agent of a peace society—not ambassador extraordi- 
nary, minister plenipotentiary, or anything of that 
sort, to sovereign courts, suggesting methods for the 
avoidance of projected hostilities, but a financial 
agent, for procuring office stationery and salaries. 
What could such a man do? His occupation was 
nearly gone, on the fall of Sumter. The remainder 
evaporated at the first Bull Run. He had nothing 
to do but to abandon his chair and his stipend, and 
that one peace society, at least, ‘‘ put up its shutters.”’ 
So marked at one time was the peace feeling, that 
all the societies for that object were very active and 
proselytizing. Some noble and distinguished philan- 
thropists lent their genius to the cause. All nations 
were urged to disarm—and not to stand on the order 
of disarming, but to do so at once; which they de- 
clined to do. General Scorr felt often the pressure 
of this public feeling, and the influence it had on him 
is eminently apparent in his Autobiography. It seems 
to-have been seriously thought that nations might 
settle quietly down to ending disputes without blood- 
letting. The words attributed to RicHeExtiev in the 
play, to ‘‘ put up the sword—states may be saved 
‘without it,’’ were regarded as much more sensible 
and nineteenth-century-like than some of the 
bloodthirstier practices to which the Cardinal oc- 
casionally resorted. But we cannot avoid be- 
lieving that less faith is now put in the prac- 
ticability of peace projects. TENNYSON caught in 
‘Maud ”’ the present or prophetic spirit of his age, 
and only wrote up to the times. Few men criticise 
‘* Maud”’ on the ground whereon it was so recently cas- 
tigated, namely, of lauding war. LOowELL’s secoud 








vastly different ring from the first series. In the 
Mexican set, it was the evils of that not entirely 
necessary invasion which attracted the notice of Par- 
son WILBUR and his ingenious friend Hosea. They 
were agreed in regarding ‘‘ war ez murder,’’ and noth- 
ing but murder. This does not seem to be the promi- 
nent thought of the new ‘‘ Biglows,” and, indeed, a 
very lively sense of the heroism which a good cause 
creates, and the sanctifying halo which patriotism 
and honor can throw over even the bloodiest of wars, 
are nowhere more evident than in this same book. 

At all events, poets, philosophers and people un- 
learned seem a little more reconciled to the thought 
that war must continue to be for some gencrations 
yet a sort of “‘ necessary evil,’’ and that our Nine- 
teenth Century is not so vastly ahead in this direction 
as reformers once suggested. Men were never sitting 
down with more deliberation—with more fiendish cool- 
ness, some might say—than now to the task of in- 
venting new methods of destroying fellow-creatures 
in war, and of refining and improving the de- 
structive power of the old. Naval warfare has 
been revolutionized within a half century. No such 
strides were ever previously made in the prepara- 
tion of the dread enginery of war, in the power of 
artillery and the destructiveness of missiles. Mr. 
Banks thinks that, if we should send a heavy ship 
and a big gun over to the Paris Exposition, they would 
‘astonish the natives’’ of that city at least. Prob- 
ably. But the people in that quarter of the globe 
also have been equally busy with warlike machinery 
and appliances, and improved devices to kill. Taking 
it for granted—and, in all soberness, if the proposi- 
tion, however startling, be disputed, a hundred proofs 
thereof can be got from the tone of the civilized 
world, in press and in people—granted that Europe 
and America appear to put less faith than formerly in 
the possibility of regulating states without occasional 
resort to war, while humanity continues imperfect— 
let us ask what the result will be. We hardly think 
the supposed lull in peace movements will make any 
substantial difference on the possible belligerencies of 
the future. Peace theories have had little influence 
on State policies in times past or present, except so far 
as peace was proved to be more profitable to a nation 
in any special instance. One would hesitate at pro- 
nouncing the present moment either a belligerent or a 
pacific one, for the habitable globe, in any marked 
sense. So far as civilized countries are concerned, it is 
really more difficult to generalize on the probabilities of 
war or peace in the coming decade of years than per- 
haps ever before. We were once wont to read signs 
of olive-leaf or sword in the very air, and to prophesy 
that war must soon sever such and such neighbors, or 
revolution rend in twain this or the other power. 
And, indeed, many epochs have been so obviously 
ominous and stormy that the auguries were not doubt- 
ful. Such was the state of Europe a little less than a 
score of years ago, when its whole political surface 
seemed on the verge of convulsion. 

Generalization, we repeat, on the present probabili- 
ties of peace or war on a grand scale in Europe or 
America is no easy task. Perhaps, however, some 
conjectures may be made upon the spirit which seems 
to guide the policy of leading nations. So far as civil 
or intestine wars are concerned, it should appear that 
the coming years are to be more tranquil than was 
once anticipated. America has glutted herself with 
enough of that species of combat to last at least dur- 
ing the remainder of the century. In Europe, it is 
certain that the political reform at the bayonet’s point, 
once so confidently predicted, the revolutionary spirit 
whose prevalence once made every throne in Europe 
tremble, the possibilities of a general overturning of 
dynasties—are all now in the background. This is 
partly due to the commendable spirit of progress in 
most of the European rulers, and to the keenness with 
which they have perceived the advantage of conces- 
sion and compromise in the politics of the future. 
The leader of the world, Naroteon IIL, has been 
particularly distinguished now for his nominal, and 
now for his real, concessions to the growth of liberal 
principles of government. Indeed, he has rightly 
considered that it is better even for imperial power to 
be based upon the voice of the people than to struggle 
against it. Think of a monarch of the last century 
urging the glories of free and universal suffrage! In 





Sweden, one discovers the odd spectacle of a sovereign 


_ actually forcing a liberal constitution upon his realm, 
‘‘ Biglow Papers,’’ matchless though they are, have a ! in spite of the determined opposition of many nobles 





and many of the people. The moderation and wis- 
dom of the late Lzopo.p, of Belgium, are not yet 
sufficiently sung. Even obstinate England proposes 
not only to crush the Fenians, but to redress Irish 
grievances, so that there may be no more Fenians. 
The character of Russian and even Austrian policy 
for a few years past, in the direction of reforming 
abuses, is very well known. If Prussia has taken the 
back track, so much the worse for her, in the due 
course of events, however firm the hand and striking 
the skill of her Bismarcks just now. The general 
policy of European governments seems to rely first on 
** all means to conciliate,’’ and not to need ‘‘ all means 
**to crush.”” So long as this spirit of partial reform 
and concession continues to be the policy of nations, 
it is a title to internal security. We regard the inte- 
rior condition of most European states as more pacific 
than either, the proper exceptional cases like that of 
Spain not interfering with the general rule of tran- 
quility. As to the international wars of the future, 
as has already been said, the disposition to make war 
a mere question of expediency baffles all wise attempt 
at prophecy. Enough to say that people of our age 
seem rather reluctant on the one hand to plunge into 
war from “‘love of glory” and ‘‘ chivalric devotion ”’ 
to the fortunes of a prince; and, on the other, no 
sentimental theory of ‘‘ peace on earth ’’ will prevent 
aresort to the sword in case of expediency. The 
profession of arms appears in nowise on the decline, 
and the accumulation of national means of defence 
and aitack is actually increasing and systematizing in 
all civilized nations. Meanwhile, it must be acknowl- 
edged that the temptation to wage war on slight 
provocation or with indefinite objects in view, is gen- 
erally decreasing. 








THE CLOTHING OF THE ARMY. 


To any one who examined the uniform of the Vol- 
unteer soldier at the commencement of the late war 
nothing need be said as to its quality. Many of the 
regiments were unfit for inspection after they had been 
out a week. There was some excuse for this, since 
many of the regiments were hastily recruited, and 
their uniforms were made of such material as could be 
purchased at the moment. As soon as the Govern- 
ment could make arrangements to furnish a gond 
uniform it was done. A large quantity of cloth was 
imported, and our own mills were put to work on 
‘Army goods.’’ It was not long, however, before 
the sharks got hold of it, and ‘‘shoddy’’ was in its 
glory. The Quartermaster’s Department required 
cloth, blankets and shoes, and they must be had, 
Contractors were ready with the material on hand, 
and Government ‘‘ had to take.’’ The result was that 
a large quantity of inferior goods was obtained. The 
standard was lowered, so that Army clothing was not 


what it used to be, but it was the best that could b + 


had. Now that the necessity for hurrying out clothing 
has passed, it is of importance to the soldier that the 
standard be raised. The Quartermaster’s Department 
finds itself with an enormous quantity of clothing on 
hand, some of it not of the best quality. At any rate, 
there is no uniformity in it, either in color or texture. 
This fact must be known to every officer who has in- 
spected any late organization of Regulars. 

There is one article in particular at a low standard, 
and it is one of the greatest importance to the soldier. 
The blanket is heavy enough, but it is made of coarse 
wool, in some instances so coarse that manilla has 
been mixed with the wool, and canno* be detected 
without a close examination. The Army blanket now 
weighs about seven pounds, and is furnished to the 
soldier at seven dollars. A much lighter blanket, of 
finer wool, would be better. Let any one compare the 
blanket issued now at seven dollars with the one issued 
a few years ago at three. It will be found that the 
old issue is much the best, and worth more to the 
soldier. The same may be said of shoes. The 
standard is much too low. Bootees are now issued at 
two dollars and seventy cents a pair, single sole, and 
thin at that. It would be much more economical for 
the soldier to pay a higher price, or, in other words, 
have a less number of shoes, and have them of a bet- 
ter quality. 

Is it not a question worthy of consideration whether 
now is not a proper time to change the uniform of the 
Army? The change might be put off to some future 
date, say as long as a sufficient quantity of the 
uniforms on hand are likely to remain without being 
eaten by moths. This would not put it off over a 
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year, though there are those who argue that woolen 
clothing may be kept for years without damage. 
There is no doubt it can, if hermetically sealed, but 
not without, and it is not likely Army clothing “‘on 
**hand”’ will be so carefully stored. 

What the Army requires is good, well-made cloth- 
ing—the wool of good quality and of fast color; the 
cloth uniform, and manufactured especially for the 
Army, and none used out of it. A uniform should now 
be adopted, one particularly adapted to military use, and 
so fashioned that brakemen, stage drivers, and hack- 
men would not be likely to wear it. 

Where is the uniform recommended by a Board in 
1859 or ’60? 


Ar length, the Army bill has passed the Senate, 
after some amendments, by the decisive and gratify- 
ing majority of 27 to 5, there being 18 absentees at 
the taking of the vote. The bill has next to run the 
fire of the House. In another column are presented 
in full the amendments made to the bill during the 
brief but spirited Senatorial discussion which preceded 
its passage. We are happy to add that the record of 
both debate and vote show the subject to have been 
entirely free from any partisan light, the opponents 
of the bill being as equally divided as possible between 
the two political parties. 

Our first reflection upon this vote is of gratitude 
that at least so efficient provision has been made for 
the National Army of the future. The bill is by no 
means perfect. There are things in it we could wish 
otherwise. Nor does the force it provides reach so 
high an estimate as we all once thought necessary. 
But it is a substantially good compromise. And, 
more especially when it is reflected that some obsti- 
nate advocates of “peace at any price ’’’ hardly had 
the old war off their hands before they began shout- 
ing for the reduction of the Army to a few fragmen- 
tary garrisons for forts, we may congratulate ourselves 
that even so much size and importance have been 
given to the service. We cannot avoid, however, ex- 
pressing some contempt for the gentry who are per- 
sistently calling on Government, now to keep the 
South under military control for years; now to make 
war on England for the prosecution of our rightful 
claims ; now to demand reparation from NAPOLEON 


for his past misdeeds at the sword’s point; now to- 


prod MAXmMILIAN with a bayonet and thrust him out 
of Mexico; now to stand ready to catch Canada when 
she falis into our embraces—and all with an available 
force of 20,000 troops! The fact is that, independent 
of all our present necessities, we are too closely con- 
nected with other nations to rely on a mere show of 
military force. It was very well for the early Repub- 
lic to intend abstaining from European complications. 
But the early Republic was not wont to ‘‘ talk so 
“largely” of what it proposed to do with the world in 
general, as our later Republic. Where there is so 
much loud talk there must be some available 
strenzth, to make the talk effective. English and 
French official utterances have been full lately of dry 
acceptations of the guarantees of amity and pacific 
intention which our astounding reductions of military 
force are supposed to imply. The London and Paris 
Press, with perfectly legitimate sarcasm, remark that 
America is the only country which can afford to 
threaten war, unless her demands are conceded, and 
all the time put herself as rapidly as possible out of 
fighting trim. We do not object to a peace policy ; 
but it is difficult to see how we are going to have an 
immense war-fever raging in Congress and the Press 
against three or four separate foreign powers, without 
the slightest means of making a swift and dangerous 
attack, if necessary, on any one. It is often urged, 
however, that in case of war, volunteers would rush 
to the flag‘as promptly as at the fall of Sumter. 
That remains to be seen. A foreign war, on a diplo- 
matic dispute, or a question of indemnity or of terri- 
tory, is quite a different affair from patriotic devotion 
to all that is sacred in law and humanity, and to the 
very existence of the Republic. It might not awaken 
such enthusiasm at the outset. 

However, we are glad to see that at least some re- 
liance is to be placed upon a Regular Army. With 
regard to the new features in the present bill, we shall 
more particularly speak when it comes before the 
House for final passage. The fate of the Veteran 
Reserve Corps, however, seems as good as settled. 
The remarks of Mr. Wixson, and the still more pun- 
gent words of Mr. FrssEnDEN, on that point, are

ominous. We feel confident that a large majority of 
the best general officers in the Army are opposed to 
the plan of making the Reserve Corps a prominent 
institution in the Regular Army. Again, the provis- 
ion which confined the officering of the colored troops 
to be raised to those who have already served as offi- 

cers of colored regiments, is stricken out. Indian 
scouts are authorized to be introduced as a part of 
the force in the territories. And a very singular pro- 
vision for military education by the appointment of a 
National officer in certain schools, was inserted in the 
bill. But these and other points we shall soon have 
a chance to discuss in detail. 


So far as the Regular Army is concerned, brevet 
promotions are now likely to receive prompt, candid, 
and intelligent consideration. Last week we spoke of 
the Board composed of four full major-generals, 
ordered to recommend brevet promotions to the grade 
of brigadier-general or major-general in the Army. 
Two supplementary portions of the orders in question 
are now published, which provide for the assembling 
of similar Boards, to make similar recommendations 
for promotion to any grade in the Regular Army, 
except that of general officer, as already provided for. 
One of these Boards recommends for promotion in the 
infantry, the other in the staff corps, cavalry and 
artillery. The first named Board is composed of 
Generals Kine, J. C. Ropinson, and Hazen, and 
the second of Generals A. J. SmirH, PARKE, and 
GIBBON—all well-known and excellent names. 

These recommendations have several things notice- 
able about them. They are to be confined entirely to 
the Regular Army, the promotions being ordered from 
any brevet or actual rank for which the appointment 
is already confirmed. Again, these Boards, as we 
noticed with pleasure last week, are to be ‘‘ governed 
‘*by their personal knowledge of the officers they 
‘*recommend, and by the officers’ record of service 
‘* during the war.”’ And the Boards seem to have a 
sort of reviewing and retrospective power, as well asa 
future one, as they may recommend either from the 
list of appointments already made but not confirmed, 
or from those not so appointed. Probably the rec- 
ommendation, or failure to recommend an unconfirmed 
appointee, will be decisive of hisfate ; and, accordingly, 
the whole subject of brevets not already actually fixed 
beyond re@all, may be said to rest in the hands 
of these officers. We remark the phrase ‘‘ for special 
*‘action and campaigns in which the officer rec- 
‘*ommended has been present.’’ We are not sure 
that the latter qualification is by any means as 
superfluous as it looks. We know of one officer, at 
least, who got a long-coveted brevet for gallantry, and 
so forth, in a battle in which he did not have the 
pleasure of participating. Being a very conscientious 
gentleman, as well as a sensitive one, he was forced to 
decline the proffered honor, on the simple ground that 
‘he was not there,’’ and that it must have been some 
other soldier who was so conspicuous for bravery and 
good service. However, the kindly authorities, being 
convinced that this officer had been gallant and well- 
conducted somewhere (and so, indeed, he had, on 
nearly all the fields in that region except this particu- 
lar one), eventually repaired the awkward error—a 
thing the more easily accomplished as the name of the 
action in which he did not fight seemed to have b-en 
given more by way of possible example or temporary 
hypothesis, than as record of actual fact. However, 
we are very glad to see this long-vexed subject, on 
which so much anxiety has clustered, the subject of 
thorough and intelligent discussion. Everything 
points to conscientiousness and candor as likely to 
meet each candidate for promotion. Probably, how- 
ever, there will be little delay in the decision of most 
cases, and that the work will be promptly conducted. 








THE system of infantry tactics of which Brigadier- 
General Morris, of the Volunteers, is author, has 
been used by some of our Militia regiments, and we 
have even heard that some of the evolutions therein 
laid down were to be practiced at Aldershott, in Eng- 
land. These movements are among those most fre- 
quently practiced by our own troops in Virginia and 
elsewhere in the rough, Southern country. Of course, 
however, there is nothing new in the so-called ‘‘ move- 
‘*ments by and from the flank.” The column of 
fours has been in ordinary use long enough. Major- 
General Casey will bear us out in the assertion that 
the system of battalion tactics based chiefly upon this 
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col umn of fours was considered and talked over fully 
twenty-five years ago, and that it was then rejected, 
as it since has been in later books of tactics. 

Indeed, the advantages and disadvantages of the 
movements by the flank have been so often and so 
thoroughly canvassed that it is: hardly necessary, in 
case of a new system of tacties, to make arguments on 
the subject, but only to put it to a practical test. In 
LATRILLE’S Reflections on Modern War, published 
more than half a century ago, the inconveniences of 
advance in line, and the dangers of march by the flank, 
are pointed out. Many treatises discuss the ploy- 
ments and deployments which Morris gives. The 
latter’s book, however, describes quite faithfully the 
tactical movements which actually occurred in service 
during the late war, with such others as are neces- 
sary to form a complete system. 











Art last, the Government seems inclined to join the 
great anti-rent movement of the Spring. Have rapa- 
cious landlords been “‘ raising’? upon the Government ? 
Has it had notice to quit divers and sundry premises 
unless a higher price were forthcoming? At all 
events, asif mindful that the lst of May approaches, 
the war authorities take time by the forelock. Gen- 
eral GRANT has ordered Department Commanders to 
vacate as soon as possible all rented buildings, and to 
collect their forces into regular military posts, the 
property of the United States. The allowance of bar- 
racks, quarters and offices is to be brought down to 
the regulation standpoint, asin times of peace. Now, 
this order carries, apparently, two morals. The first 
and main one is that of retrenchment in expenses, 
this being but one move of a series of steps in that 
direction. Indeed, by the terms of the order, in- 
spector-generals are to give their special attention to 
this subject—‘‘ will call the immediate attention of 
‘all commanding officers to the absolute necessity for 
“economy, and will embrace it in their official re- 
‘* norts.’’ The second point it suggests is that of the 
daily diminution of military surveillance over the 
South. This order will cause, doubtless, the aban- 
donment of not a few small temporary stations, and 
the contraction of troops from outlying structures and 
from appendages to posts, within the old limits. It is 
a part of the system by which, in due course of time, 
the hand of military authority will be lifted entirely 
from the insurrectionary districts. Even were we dis- 
posed to play such a part, the treasury would hardly 
allow us to keep up an idle pomp of military occupa- 
tion, in order to appear as conquerors. Our uniform 
policy has been to exercise the very slightest possible 
military control in the South. Indeed, at one time, 
the Government was hastening to the other extreme. 
When Governor SHARKEY groans in his message over 
the curse of military occupation, he has hardly leisure 
to read that document in print before he observes Mis- 
sissippi almost stripped of National troops, the few 
scattered detachments remaining being scarcely sufli- 
cient to protect Government property and Govern- 
ment interests. 'WApE HaAmpTon hardly has time to 
declare that, ‘‘ as a conqueror, the Government has a 
‘‘ right to dictate terms,’’ before he finds himself out 
of his Confederate saddle, presiding over the great re- 
construction convention of South Carolina, and barely 
escaping, though ‘‘ unpardoned,”’ an election to the 
Governor’s chair. The would-be martyrs down South 
have no chance for martyrdom. The troops are each 
day diminishing in numbers, and already take no part 
of importance in civil affairs. Only a blatant Rich- 
mond editor can imagine he had made a point by de- 
claring any Union General another ‘‘ GESLER.”’

VARIOUS NAVAL MATTERS. 


In connection with the order from the Secretary of the Navy, which 
we published last week, making the wearing of the Regulation Navy 
Cap compulsory, we would direct attention to the advertisement of 
Messrs. Bent & Bush, of Boston, who are prepared to furnish these 
caps. 

Tar following memorial, urging the payment by Congress of a fit- 
ting sum to the officers and sailors of the Kearsarge for the destruc- 
tion of the Alabama, is now receiving signatures : 

The undersigned, having seen with deep mortification that the re- 
port of the Secretary of the Navy, asking that £192,000 be paid to the 
officers and crew of the Kearsarge for the destruction of the Alabama, 
has not been acted upon ; and feeling that one of the most glorious 
and gallant actions, which (occurring at a period of the war when our 
affairs looked darkest) shed so much lustre on our Navy, and restored 
confidence to our despondent countrymen abroad, has not been re- 
quited in any manner by the Government; and that the officers and 
crew, unfortunate for themselves, by the sinking of the Alabama, but 
fortunate for the hon nd glory of the country in so doing, had 
lost the prize thus due feel that not to recompense such services 
would stand a burning shame to our country. They therefore pray 
that the recommendation of the Secretary of the Navy to the last 
Congress for the payment of the aforesaid sum be carried into effect. 











A .ETTER from an officer on board the U.S. steamer Powhatan, 
dated at Rio Janeiro, January 15th, says: 

My last was from Bahia. Since that date we have called at San 
Angelos, a small port near Cape Frio. We arrived here on the 6th 
inst., and will leave here to-morrow for Montevideo, where we will 
prepare for the passage of the Straits of Magellan, which we hope to 
enter about February 20th. Weshall remain in the Straits about 
three weeks, to coal at Port Famine. We have had excellent advan- 
tages for seeing the coast of Brazil, which will be of much service. 
The harbor of Rio is beautiful beyond description, and the city itself 
very charming and well conducted. Anexcursior into the interior 
was full of interest, and gave us a most excellent dea of the manners 
and customs of the Pamparios. We have bee. kindly treated by 
many people on shore, spending several days at vheir country houses. 
I saw the Emperor, Empress, and all the government functionaries. 
The Emperor came on board ship and expressed himself greatly 
pleased. The Brazilian navy has some very geod vessels in it, and 
eight iron-clads. One of the Laird rams arrived yesterday from Eng- 
land, for saie, to Brazil, but I doubt if she is bought. : 


Tue Secretary of the Treasury, in view of the official announce- 
ment to our Government of the resumption of hostilities between 
Spain and Peru, gives directions with regard to prizes taken from one 





of the parties by the war vessels of the other, which it may be at- 
tempted to bring into United States ports. Custom officers will use 
due diligence to prevent the entrance of such vessels into their re- 
spective districts, excepting when, as vessels in distress, they come 
within the provisions of the sixtieth section of the act of March 2, 
1799, entitled ‘‘An act to regulate the collection of duties on imports 
and tonnage,’”? in which case the provisions of that section must be 
strictly enforced. Collectors will direct the commanding officers of 
the revenue cutters in their respective districts to warn all vessels 
of either belligerent that they may find endeavoring to enter the 
ports of the United States with prizes, or captures in charge of prize 
crews, that they are not permitted so to do, except when they seck a 
port of refuge in distress ; and, in this case, the collectors will prompt- 
ly notify the Department of the fact of such arrival and the circum- 
stances attending the same. 

Norttce To Martyers.—The Light-House Board has issued tha fol- 
lowing notices to mariners : 

Lights at Cape Race and Cape Pine.—With reference to the Notice 
to Mariners No. 246, issued from this office on the 29th day of June, 
1865, wherein it is stated ‘*that the fixed light at Cape Race would be 
altered to a revolving white light; and the revolving light at Cape 
Pine to a fixed white light,’’ mariners are hereby informed that these 
intended alterations, owing to unforeseen circumstances, have not 
yet taken place; but due notice will be given of the actual changes 
when it is known at what time they can be effected. The light at 
Cape Race is at present a fixed white light, and that at Cape Pinea 
revolving white light. 

Mediterrancan—Adriatic.—Harbor Light at St. Cataldo.—Official 
information has been received that, on and after the 16th day of No- 
vember, 1865, a light wouid be established at St. Cataldo, near Lecce, 
on the coast of Italy. The light is a fixed white light, at an elevation 
of 56 feet above the mean level of the sea, and in clear weather should 
be seen from a distance of 6 or 7 miles. The tower is square, and 
rises from a large house at about 120 yards from the sea, in lat. 40 
deg. 23 min. 25 sec. N., long. 18 deg. 19 min. east of Greenwich. 

Harbor Light at Port Camogli, Gulf of Genoa.—Also, that on the 1st 
day of January, 1866, a fixed red light would be established on the 
south end of the mole at the port of Camogli. The light is 23 feet 
above the sea, and visible 3 miles. 

West Coast of Italy.—Revolving Light on Anzio or Anzo Point.—Also, 
that on and after the Ist day of January, 1866, a light would be ex- 
hibited from a light-house recently erected on Anzio or Anzo Point, 
on the coast of the Roman States. The light is a revolving white 
light, attaining its greatest brilliancy every minute. It is elevated 
92 feet above the mean level of the sea, and in clear weather should 
be seen at a distance of 15 miles. The illuminating apparatus is 
dioptric, or by lenses of third order. The tower is round, built on a 
house, and 38 feet high, in the old battery called Gregoriana, which 
is at the extremity of the point west of the mole of the ancient port 
of Neron. Its position is given in lat. 41 deg. 26 min. 45 sec. N., 
long. 12 deg. 37 min. 21 sec. east of Greenwich, or about 4% min. 
west of that of the Admiralty charts. The harbor light is a fixed red 
light, placed on the wall at the point of the mole of Port Innocent 

I. It is 23 feet above the level of the sea, and visible 3 miles. 

Civila Vecchia.—Also, that the light on the eastern extremity of 
the mole, at the entrance to Civita Vecchia, will be seen in clear 
weather from a distance of 22 miles. 

Fiumara-Grande.—Fizxed Light on San Michele Tower.—A fixed 
white light on San Michele Tower, on the left bank of the Fiumara- 








; Grande branch of the Tiber, at an elevation of 88 feet above the 


mean level of the sea, and in clear weather should be seen from a 
distance of 15 miles. The illuminating apparatus is dioptric, or by 
lenses of the third order. The tower is small, octagonal, and stands 
on the north part of the large tower of San Michele, at nearly a mile 
from the south point of entrance to the river, and rather more than 
4 cables from the bench south of it. It is elevated 77 feet above the 
ground, and is in lat. 41 deg. 44 min. 33 sec. N., long. 12 deg. 15 min. 
11 sec. east of Greenwich, or about 2 miles east of that of the Admi- 
ralty charts. ext 

Lights at Fiumicino.—Two lights at the mouth of the Fiumicino 
branch of the Tiber—one a fixed white light, at about 50 yards from 
the extremity of the north mole, 20 feet from the sea, and visible at 
a distance of 4 miles. The other at 28 yards above the extremity of 
the south jetty ; also a fixed white light, 20 feet above the sea, and 
visible 4 miles. : 

Lights at Port Badino.—Two fixed white lights at Port Badino—one 
placed at about 45 yards from the extremity of the dike west of Porta- 
tore canal, 15 feet above the sea, and visible 4 miles. Its position is 
given in lat. 41 deg. 17 min. N., lon. 13 deg. 9 min. 9 sec. east of 
Greenwich, or about 2% min. west of that of the Admiralty charts. 
The other light is about 30 yards from the extremity of the dike east 
of the canal. The illuminating apparatus is dioptric, or by lenses of 
the fourth order. 

Fixed Light on Mount Circeo or Circello.—A fixed white light on 
Mount Circeo or Circello, at an elevation of 124 feet above the sea, 
and should be seen in clear weather from a distance of 17 miles. The 
illuminating apparatus is dioptric, or by lenses of the third order. 
The tower is round, 71 feet high, adjoining a house in Cervia battery, 
and stands in lat. 41 deg. 13 min. 21 sec. N., long. 13 deg. 4 min. 9 
sec. east of Greenwich. 








MILITIA DEPARTMENT. 


MILITIA ITEMS. 


Er1eutu Reoment.—The infantry companies of this regiment are 
directed to assemble at the State Arsenal, corner of Seventh avenue 
and Thirty-fifth street, on Thursday evening, March 22d; Monday 
evening, March 26th, and Wednesday evening, March 28th, in full 
fatigue, for drill. Roll-call of companies at 7}¢ o’clock. Muskets are 
provided at the arsenal. Line will be formed at 8 o’clock. Field and 
staff will report to the Colonel at 7% o’clock. Drum corps and non- 
commissioned staff (and at the last drill, on the 28th, the band) will 
report to the Adjutant at 7 o’clock. Captain Smith, with the troop, 
will take charge of the room at the drill on the 28th, and detail a 
guard to report at 7 o’clock. The two first drills will be private. 
For the exhibition drill on the 28th, tickets will be issued, which will 
be distributed by the commandants of companies. Sergeant Lewis 
Snyder and Corporal James H. Rogers, of Company H, are reduced 
to the ranks for neglect of duty. 

Forty-seventn Reoiment.—A drill of the left wing of this regi- 
ment was held at their regimental armory, Brooklyn, E. D., 6n the 
evening of the 8th inst. Colonel Meserole was in command, and 
handled the battalion with his usual ability. We noticed, however, 
that the drill was conducted with fixed bayonets until Major Austin 
took command, when they were unfixed. The regiment made a very 
good appearance, but still show that lack of steadiness we have no- 
ticed on former occasions. To correct this, it is necessary that non- 
commissioned officers, as well as commissioned officers, attend to their 
duties thoroughly. Most of our regiments have indifferent non-com- 
missioned officers, because candidates are elected on account of good 
fellowship rather than because of their soldierly qualities. The file- 
closers of the left company in line were not well set up, and, instead 
of seeing that the rear rank men kept their proper positions, engaged 
in conversation with them. We should like to see every non-com- 
missioned officer in the regiment as well set up as the sergeant-major, 
who carried himself in a very soldierly way, as did also the left gen- 
eral guide. In posting guides, when the battalion passes from line of 
battle into column, right in front, the officer superintending the 
posting of the guides should place himself in succession in rear of 
the left guides. We make this remark because we iiave noveced that 
very frequently, in posting guides, officers omit to place themselves 
in rear of them, standing on their flank instead. In the marching 
the distances were very well preserved. After Colonel Meserole had 
drilled the battalion for about an hour, General Jesse C. Smith—to 
whose brigade this regiment is attached—reviewed the battalion. 
The ceremony was gone through with ina very creditable manner, 
the men standing very steady in the ranks. General Smith was ac- 
companied by one of his aides, who should have been on the General’s 
right as they passed down the line, as being on his left brought him be- 
tween the General and the regiment. After the review, Major Austin 
drilled the battalion in a highly creditable manner, and was heartily 
applauded by the men. Quite a number of spectators were present, 
of whom a large number were ladies. Among the military men pres- 
ent we noticed Colonel John B. Woodward, of the Brooklyn Thir- 
teenth, and Major Haskell. We are sorry to learn that Colonel Mes- 
erole intends to resign his position. The Colonel has long been con- 
nected with the Militia, and has succeeded in getting his regiment in 
very good condition. We understand that an effort will be made to 
get him to reconsider his decision. 

Firtn Recment.—This regiment was drilled by wings on Thursday 
and Friday evenings of last week, at the armory of the First regiment 
artillery, corner of White and Elm streets. The room is very badly 
suited for drilling, especially for such a large battalion as either wing 
of this regiment, as a large number of gun-boxes are in store there. 
The Fifth appeared very well, but, we think, hardly up to their usual 
standard. The men, when standing in line, were not steady enough, 
and many of the officers need much more drilling. The lieutenant 
commanding the left company—which was actually only a platoon— 
was singularly ignorant of his duties, and was continually prompted 
by his first sergeant, who was acting as file-closer. Inthe countermarch, 
the guides face about at the second command. When the left is in 
front, and the column is closed in mass, the countermarch will be 
executed by the same commands and means as when the right is in 
front. The odd numbered divisions will face to the right and the 
even numbered to the left. In forming divisions from a column of 
companies, closed in mass, the right companies will stand fast, but the 
right and left guides of each of these companies will place themselves 
respectively before the right and left files of the company, both 
guides facing to the right, and each resting his right arm gently 
against the breast of the front rank man of the file, in order to mark 
the direction; on the left company arriving near their proper 
position, the left guide of that company will place himself before one 
of the three left files of his company, and, facing to the right, cover 
correctly the guides of the right company. The left company will 
not be dressed to the right until the captain shall see his left guide 
properly posted. Lieutenant-Colonel Anton Meyer drilled the battal- 
ion, assisted by Major Jos. Hillenbrand. The Colonel gave his 
orders in a very clear mariner, and while peforming the various evo- 
lutions the men were very attentive, but there was too much talking 
at other times. We understand that there are to be several officers’ 
drills this month, and we are glad to hear it, for if the officers will 
only do their duty the Fifth can be made second to no regiment of the 
National Guard. Company E, of this regiment, gave a grand masquer- 
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ade ball at the Germania Assembly Rooms, on the evening of the 12th 
inst. The balls of this company have always been well attended, 
but the one on Wednesday was more crowded than any of its prede- 
cessors, so much so, in fact, as to interfere very materially with the 
movements of the dancers and the comfort of those present. The 
majority of those present were in masks. Captain Eller exerted him- 
self to make his guests enjoy themselves, and with much success, for 
everybody appeared to enter into the spirit of the occasion. Our 
space will not permit us to dwell at any length on a description of the 
decorations, which were the same as at the Union Ball on the previous 
Saturday, or the endless variety of costumes. Suffice it to say that 
the ball was a great success and was carried on with that hearty mirth 
with which our German citizens always enter into such an affair. 
Major James Hillenbrand, formerly Captain of the company, and his 
lady, also assisted in managing the entertainment. Many of the 
officers of the First Division were present in uniform. The dancing, 
which comprised some twenty-nine pieces, lasted until several hours 
past midnight. Company H, of this regiment gave a ball at the same 
place on Tuesday evening, which was also a very pleasant affair. The 
principal members of the committee were Captain C. Eilert, Lieuten- 
ants F. Mertens and D. Heins, Orderly H. Grunthal and Sergeant 
Zimmerman. 


TWENTY-THIRD ReoimentT.—The eighth and last promenade con- 
cert of the band of this regiment was given at the Academy of Music, 
Brooklyn, on the evening of the 10th inst. The weather, which has 
so often been unpropitious, was favorable, and the consequence was 
that there was an unusually large audience in attendance. The band 
of this regiment, under the lead of M. Papst and L. Conterno have 
improved greatly since the beginning of the season, and last Saturday 
gave us some of their finest selections. At half-past nine the line 
was formed for dress parade, Lieutenant C. H. Hunter acting as 
adjutant, Sergeant-Major John Plummer being also present. In 
marching the details on the floor, some of the first, sergeants com- 
manding squads carried their pieces at a support when the squad did ; 
they should have had their guns at a shoulder. The men stood very 
steady while the music was beating off, and thereby showed that it is 
the fault of their officers and non-commissioned officers if they do not 
at othergtimes. Lieutenant-Colonel Rodney C. Ward was in com- 
mand. The manual of arms was very well executed—the order arms 
and charge bayonets eliciting much applause. This is something 
rather extraordinary, as spectators for the most part only applaud the 
order arms, leaving all other parts of the manual—no matter how 
well executed—unnoticed. The battalion was paraded with fixed 
bayonets. This we consider incorrect, as will be seen by Article II., 
Part Ist, School of the Battalion, Casey’s Tactics. Wewere very glad 
to see that Colonel Ward reproved some of the men who moved while 
the battalion was at parade rest. The first sergeants of this regiment 
still persist in giving the letter instead of the lineal number 
of their companices, when aeporting to tho Adjutant. The 
sergeant on the right should say: ‘First company all pre- 
sent,’ etc.; the next: ‘*Second company,” etc.; the third: “ Third 
company,’ etc. In marching off, we noticed that one of the 
sergeants, of Company A, carried his piece at a support, when the 
pieces of the company were on the right shoulder. Sergeants should 
be careful about this, especially in such a company as this, which is, 
we understand, considered one of the best in the regiment. Among 
those who witnessed the drill, we noticed Major-General Duryee, 
commanding Second Division, N. G., 8. N. Y., Surgeon Prentice and 
Captain Ogden, of General Smith’s Staff. After the concert the 
dancing commenced, in which a larger number participated than on 
any previous occasion. The dancing was kept up until after 11 
o’clock, when the audience dispersed to the music of ‘‘ Home, Sweet 
Home,’’ which closed the last and best-attended of the Twenty-third 
Regiment concerts. 


Parapr Grounp.—We understand that the officers of the Brooklyn 
Militia intend to make a formal demand upon the Legislature for a 
parade ground. There is very great need of a suitable parade ground 
for the regiments of both New York and Brooklyn. There is no 
armory or arsenal in either city large enough for the proper drilling 
of an organization numbering over 300 men. The armories of the 
Seventh and Twenty-second regiments are the largest in either of the 
above-mentioned cities, and yet 300 men are quite as many as can be 
well handled in them. A parade ground is needed where skirmish 
drill can be practiced, and where a full regiment or brigade could be 
manceuvered, if not a division. At present, except on a field day 
which takes place perhaps twice a year, or at inspection, our largest 
regiments meet together as soldiers only on the occasion of some street 
parade or review. The arsenal on Seventh avenue, and the one in 
Portland avenue, Brooklyn, are not only insufficient in size, but lack 
stability in their structure ; the Brooklyn arsenal had, we understand, 
to be braced up on account of its weakness, and if a good-sized battalion 
were to attempt the double-quick steyJin either arsenals they would 
doubtless bring the building down about them. Heretofore the parade 
ground at East New York has been used by the National Guard, but 
that ground is private property, and is about to be disposed of. Last 
year the Legislature passed a law to authorize the making of a parade 
ground in New York for the use of the First division, which, we 
believe, was to have been in the Central Park. The services of our 
Militia entitle them to consideration at the hands of the Legislature, 
as well as a proper appreciation from their fellow citizens. This mat- 
ter is strongly advocated, and will, we hope, be pushed to a successful 
issue. Without a good Militia the State and country are insecure ; 
without being well drilled, Militia are inefficient; without their 
having a suitable place for evolutions, they cannot be well drilled, 
By all mears, then, let us have a suitable parade ground for both the 
First and Second divisions of the N. G., 8. N. Y. 

To Ovr Reapers.—We have received a letter from one of our 
readers who is disposed to grumble because we enter so minutely into 
the details of the drills of some New York regiments. As our paper 
is a National rather than a local one, we are at all times ready and 
happy to give such information as we may have about the Militia of 
any State. We find, however, that much more interest is taken in 
Militia matters in New York than any other &tate, and, consequent- 
ly, the National Guard of this State occupies a prominent place in 
our Militia Department. Our criticisms are wider in their purport 
than the mere drill they speak of. By reading them, the Militia of the 





country may obtain much information, and, by themselves avoiding 
the faults pointed out in others, correct any errors they may have 
fallen into. We apprehend that our correspondent knows but little 
of the difficulties experienced by officers in making their men appre 
ciate the necessity of attending to the niceties of the drill, or he would 
have more clearly understood the reason for the minuteness of our 
criticisms. 

Twetrta Reomment.—By General Orders No. 4, Culonel Wm. G. 
Ward orders this regiment to assemble for battalion drill, in full dress 
uniform, without arms, which will be furnished by the Commissary-

Orpers anp CoRREsSronNDENCE.—We notice that a great many of 
the National Guard orders we receive are not in strict conformity with 
the prescribed form. Paragraph 456, General Regulations for the 
military forces of New York State, reads as follows: ‘“ The orders of 
commanders of armies, divisions, brigades and regiments are denomi- 


nated orders of such army, division, etc., and all orders are either 


general or special. Orders are numbered, general and special, in sep- 
arate series, each beginning with the year.” It is not proper to say, 
“General (or Special) Order No. —,”’ but ‘‘ General (or Special) Or- 
ders,” this head indicating the series to which the particular order 
belongs, its number indicating its position in the series. Again, the 
orders we receive are signed in a variety of ways. If the order is 
signed by the commanding officer himself, he merely signs his name. 
If it is signed by his order, it should read : 
By order of General (or Colonel) ——. A. B., 

Adjutant-Genera!, 
or whatever the rank of the staff officer may be. The word “of” 
must not be omitted. We recommend paragraph 460 of the General 
Regulations to the consideration of commanding and staff officers, and 
paragraph 461 to company officers and first sergeants. We have many 
inquiries made or. this subject, and are desirous of informing those o 
our readers who wish to conform strictly to the Regulations. 


Srconp Brieaps.-- The officers and non-commissioned staff otficers 
of the several regiments of this brigade are ordered to assemble in 
fatigue dress, with side-arms, on Thursday, the 29th inst., at 8 o’clock 
P. M., at the State Arsenal, corner of Seventh avenue and ‘ii hiriy-iifih 
street. Colonel Louis Burger, commandant of this brigade, in the 
absence of General Yates, will conduct the drill. ‘ 


Fiast Recment or ArTiLLERy.—The General Court-Martial which 
met in pursuance of Special Orders No. 1, Headquarters Second brig- 
ade, First division, National Guard, State of New York, for the trial 
of Second Lieutenant Frederick Meyer, of the First regiment National 
Guard, has been dissolved by Colonel Burger, commanding brigade, 
the case having been concluded. The charges and specifications 
against Lieutenant Meyer were preferred by Captain Wm. Schilling, 
of the same company and regiment. Lieutenant Meyer was charged 
with using disrespectful and insulting language to his superior officer 
at a company meeting, and also with treating Colonel D. W. Teller, 
his commanding officer, with disrespect on the parade of the regiment 
on the 4th of July, 1865. It was alleged that the Lieutenant had a 





bouquet in his hand, and, on being told by the Colonel to throw it 
away, placed it on the back of the Colonel’s saddle. The testimony 
of the Colonel, however, failed to confirm this—he testifying that, 
upon his ordering the Lieutenant to throw the bouquet away, he did 
so, although in an improper manner, and that this was in Fourteenth 
street, between Fifth and Sixth avenues. The witness who swears 
that the Lieutenant placed the bouquet in rear of the Colonel’s saddle 
says it was done in Twenty-third street, between Sixth and Seventh 
avenues. The Court was composed of Colonel John E. Bendix, Third 
regiment ; Captain J. Ertz, Fifth, and Lieutenant George C. Gies- 
sen, Twelfth regiment. After mature deliberation upon the evidence 
adduced, the Court found the accused not guilty of the charges and 
specifications, and therefore acquitted him. Colonel Burger, in the 
above-mentioned order, approved the proceedings of the Court, and 
directs that Lieutenant Meyer be released from arrest and report 
forthwith to the commanding officer of his regiment for duty with his 
company. Major P. J. Joachimsen, Judge-Advocate of the Second 
brigade, acted as Judge-Advocate in the case. 


Vossurcn Monvument.—This monument is now completed, and 
will shortly be moved to Greenwood. The name and history of this 
much-lamented officer of the National Guard are too well known to 
our readers to need any extended notice here. Colonel Abram 8S. 
Vosburgh died in Washington, in 1861, by reason of disease contracted 
from a too close attention to his duties, as Colonel of the Seventy- 
first Regiment. The officers and men of this regiment determined to 
raise a monument to his memory, and a subscription, amounting to 
$5,000 was raised for the purpose, and placed in the hands of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel W. J. Coles, Paymaster P. R. Wilkins, Ex-Quartermas- 
ter G. W. Rosevelt, Captain S. A. Bunce and Captain Underhill. 
These gentlemen entrusted the work to Wm. S. Lee & Co., corner of 
Thirteenth and Hudson streets. The monument is described as fol- 
follows :—It consists of a Corinthian column, broken at the summit. 
At the top of the shaft stands an eagle, with outspread wings, grasp- 
ing in its talons the American colors, in the folds of which are wrap- 
ped a sword, belt andsash. On the front of the obelisk a wreath of 
laurel encircles an excellent portrait of Colonel Vosburgh, while on 
either side are engraved the State and National coats of arms. Upon 
the front tablet of the base is inscribed the following : 

COLONEL ABRAM VOSBURGH. 

Died in the service of his country. 
On the reverse appears : 

Born at Kinderhook, Sept. 20, 1825. 

Died in the City of Washington, D. C., May 20, 1861. 
Aged 35 years and 8 months. 

On the right is engraved the words: ‘‘ Erected by the members of the 
Sevent¥-first Regiment, National Guard, State of New York ;” 
and on the left: “Pro Patria.’”” The monument will be set up in 
Greenwood at a very early day, with appropriate ceremonies. 


TuirteeNtn Reciment.—A drill of this regiment was held at the 
State Arsenal, Portland Avenue, Brooklyn, on the evening of the 
13th inst. Colonel J. B. Woodward was in command, and Captains 
Meade and Ileath acted as field officers. The line was formed of a 
detail of six tiles from each company. The details were, on this occa- 
sion, all commanded by lieutenants ; for the purpose of instructing 
them, the captains marching in the rank of file closers. On the 
whole, we think this was the best drill the Thirteenth has had this 
season. The movements were generally executed with much rapidity, 
perhaps too great rapidity for proper minuteness of detail. We no- 
ticed that some of fhe sergeants were not only poorly set up, but un- 
acquainted with their duties. It is of the utmost importance that the 
first sergeant of a company should be, not only a well-drilled man, 
but a thorough soldier in every respect ; for how can he otherwise set 
a proper example to the men. The orderly sergeant of the right com- 
pany of the Thirteenth has the proper physique for a fine-looking 
soldier, but he appears to be very poorly instructed in his duties, and 
even in the elements of the position of the soldier. We hope that he 
will in future set his company a better example. During portions of 
the drill the regiment looked very handsome, which was owing to the 
fact that the men stood steady in the ranks. If the captains and file 
closers of companies would only see to it that their men stand steady, 
faced square to the front, the Thirteenth would be as fine a looking 
regiment as one would like to see, but it spoils the appearance of any 
regiment to have the men, as soon as a halt is ordered, instantly gaz- 
ing about in every direction. The movements were generally very 
well executed. We except, however, the ‘‘ By company into line,” 
when the regiment was marching by the left flank. This was owing 
to the fact that the corporals on the left of each of the companies did 
not march stra'ght to the front. To execute this movement, after the 
command “‘ march” is given, the sergeant of the left company, and the 
left corporal of each succeeding company, continue to march straight 
to the front, and the company come up on his right. The second 
sergeants of all except the left company will at the same‘time move 
up to the left side of the left corporal, and move,with him to the front 
The lieutenant in command of the second company appeared to be 
very well posted in his duties, and also the officer commanding the 
left company. In wheeling, most of the companies commenced to 
wheel at the cautionary command, without waiting for the command 
of execution. In wheeling on a movable pivot, the guide is on the 
side opposite the change of direction, and should be instructed to 
march straight to the front until the command ‘march,’ which 
wili be given the instant hg is abreast the marker. We hope the 
‘Thirteenth will attend to this matter of steadiness in the ranks, as 
it is a good regiment, and can make a fine appearance. 

Tuarrp Reciment.—A drill of the right wingo this regiment was held 
at the State Arsenal, in Seventh avenue, on the evening of the 14th 
inst. The four companies composing this wing were, for the purposes of 
drill, divided into platoons. The regiment made a very good appear- 
ance, and the infusion of veterans we noticed in the ranks will be a 
great aid in drilling and disciplining the regiment. Colonel Bendix 
has had much experience as an officer, both in the Militia and Volun- 


teers, and is very well suited to build up a new regiment. ‘The Colo- 
nel and Licutenant-Colonel were the only officers we noticed, who 
showed by their actions that they had served as such before.

Captain Tyng, of 
Colonel Burger’s staff, mustered in the tenth (K) company on Mon- 
day evening. Company K is commanded by Captain Boschert, and 
numbered at the time of muster some sixty-five, rank and file, to 
which, we understand, several recruits have since been added. There 
was also a drill of the left wing at the same place on Friday evening 

and from what we have seen of the regiment we think we can safely 
predict that in due time she Third will be equal in drill and discipline 
to any regiment in the brigade.

MASSACHUSETTS. 
Strate Mizitary Bati.—This great event in the military circles o 
Boston took place at the Boston Theatre on the evening of the 5th 
inst.
